S a n F r a n c is c o , August 13th.—The au­ 
n luncement in a New Y ork dispatch of to­ 
day th at the Chinese M inister had formally 
notified Secretary Evarts of the intention of 
the Chinese Government to remove the re­ 
strictions upon its subjects regarding the 
commercial relations w ith foreign ports has, 
in connection with tho expected arrival of 
the Chintse merchant tteam er H e Chung, 
created a lively interest in the business cir­ 
cles of this city. 
The consignees of the Ho 
Chung—M acoudray & Co.—are disposed to 
make light of the m atter, and intim a’,e th at 
the dispatch of th at steam er to this port lias 
no significanca beyond a wish on the part of 
the owners of the vessel to turn an hon­ 
e it penny by a casual run across the 
l ’acific, by the delivery of a cargo here and a 
return with a load of merchandise or home­ 
ward-bound countrymen. 
The Ho Chung, 
which is a Clyde-built steamer, was formerly 
running in the Chinese coasting trade, but 
more recently made one or two trips to the 
Sandwich Islands, and it will be remembered 
that some months ago her dispatch for Hono­ 
lulu gave rise to a rum or th at the Chinese 
intended to inaugurate a regular liue to San 
Francisco. 
H er consignees scout this idea, 
and say there is no reason to believe that any 
such action is likely to take place. They fur­ 
ther state th at ou the notification th at the 
steam er had been consigned to them they 
took steps to obtain 
from 
the General 
Government a remission 
of 
the extra 
duties 
and 
tonnage 
rate3 
charged 
to Chinese and Japanese vessels, which action 
was probably the basis of the rumor th at a 
Chinese steamship line was intended. 
There 
is, however, a very general disposition to be­ 
lieve th at the voyage of the Ho Chung is de­ 
signed as a feeler, and th at in the event of a 
successful venture the experiment will be re­ 
peated and a regular service organized. 
It 
seems to be pretty generally admitted that a 
Chinese line would be likely to take the lion’s 
share of business, arid drive out competition, 
as has been already done in the coasting 
trade 
of China. 
A nother point, worthy 
of 
consideration 
in 
this 
connection, 
is 
the 
advantage 
which 
a 
Chinese 
line 
would 
be likely 
to command on 
account of the recent legislative action. 
I t 
has been made a misdemeanor for any trau- 
portation company to refuse to sell tickets to 
any one tendering the money ; therefore this 
has had a tendency to break up the arrange­ 
m ent alleged to have existed heretofore by 
which the Chinese companies held power 
over their countrymen of prohibiting their 
departure from San Francisco unless their 
obligations to the companies were discharged 
in full. 
In the event of a ( hiñese company- 
destroying American competition, means wiil 
undoubtedly be found by its managers to re­ 
store the former power of the Six Companies 
over those desiring to return to China, and so 
strengthen the position of the companies.

The Winged Phylloxera at Last; 
It has been hoped that the winged form of 
the phylloxera wmld not be developed in 
California, and on this has rested the 
further hope that the insect would not be as 
destructive here as in the European vine 
yards. This hope has been in pari at least 
blasted by the actual finding of the winged 
insec; in Sonoma county. Dr. Hyde has dis 
covered the winged insect, but it is said to be 
sterile or non productive, and hence there is 
a lingering hope that the scourge will not 
spread much if auy faster on account of their 
being some that have wings. Eight of the 
winged insects have been sent to Prof. Hil- 
gard, aud he pronounces five of the eight in­ 
fertile, but as we read it he does not say 
whether of the other three any are 
fertile, but we infer they are. The fact, 
theD, that some winged insects have been 
found, and that some of these are of the fer­ 
tile form, is very significant, and should put 
our viniculturists on the lookout—not on the 
defensive, but on the offensive. It is said 
that the winged insects sometimes fly many 
miles, and begiu the destruction of vines in 
the center of an uuinfested district. The 
Viticultural Association, for the organization 
of which a law was passed at the last session 
of the Legislature, in conjunction with the 
Agricultural Department, are hard at work 
gathering all the information they can on the 
subject, both as to the spread of the insect 
and the means of checking it. The ex­ 
hibition spoken of in these columns, 
by the State Agricultural Society at the time 
of their Fair, is now a fixed fact, the Board 
of Agriculture having referred the matter to 
a committee to make all the necessary ar­ 
rangements. It is expected that this exhibí 
tioa will he both interesting and instructive 
to the vine-growers of the State, as vines in­ 
fested with the insect, in all stages of devel­ 
opment, will he exhibited, and microscopes 
for critical examination will be on hand for 
the use of those who desire to examine the 
insects. 
_______ 
It Pays to Fight the Codling Moth. 
Some of ourorchardists seem almost to have 
given up the battle with the codling moth 
before the war has hardly commenced. This 
is not the right thing at all, for it is said the 
battle is not to be won except by 
the vigilant and the brave. As ex­ 
amples of what can he accomplished 
in the way of increasing crops hy preserving 
them, we will mention the Oak Shade orchard 
in Yolo, and the Natoma orchard in Sacra­ 
mento county. On the former hut two or 
three thousand boxes of pears were sold last 
year, and the codling moth was credited with 
a large percentage of be-tract ¡mi. The man­ 
ager of the orcliard, however, when he found 
that a commencement had been made, 
also made a commencement himself, and he 
followed it up so thoroughly that this season 
the orchard is almost entirely free of the 
worm, and the sale» will amount to over 
11,000 boxes of pears ; and what is also im­ 
portant, the pears are very free from injury 
from the moth. 
Trees that have been 
wrapped with paper and the insects destroyed 
at proper intervals since the beginning of the 
season are in much freer condition than last 
year. The same state of facts are found in 
reference to the Natoma orchard. The fish- 
oil soap-suds have been used freely, and also 
the paper traps, and the result is a large 
crop of sound pears and satisfactory profits. 
By the expenditure of a few cents to a tree 
the income has been increased, not ten­ 
fold, but a thousandfold. By the way, 
we see that the matter of legislating 
for the protection of fruit from the moth and 
its ravages is being agitated in Australia, and 
this is suggestive of what ought to be done in 
our own State. The time to begin is now, so 
that action may be had at the next session of 
oar Legisl ature. What is wanted is general 
concert of action and the destruction of 
orchards that are not attended to. It is of 
but little avail, too, for one man to attempt 
to keep his orchard free while his neighbors’ 
orchards remain a breeding-ground for the 
destroyer. In this connection we would sug­ 
gest the formation of local Horticultural So­ 
cieties in different sections. While the so­ 
cieties may not engage in the fight of the 
worms practically, still the individuals who 
compose them may be waked up to the im­ 
portance of doing so, and thus good may 
grow' out of such organizations. 


Commissioner of Agriculture from Ea- 
gland-Hls Mission. 
The public are not generally aware that 
England has had trained and close agricult­ 
ural observers traveling in all parts of the 
L'nited States for a number of years past, 
commissioned to examine critically and re­ 
port faitlifully upon the agricultural resources 
of our couutry. Such is the fact. The prime 
point of inquiry is in reference to our re­ 
sources for the continued increased produc­ 
tion of the cereals. These Commissioners 
have examined all the country east of the 
llocky Mountains, and one of them is now 
traveling and inspecting the wheat fields in 
California. We had a call from him this 
week. He say- that his country must in the 
future, as for years past, look to the United 
States for a large share of the breadstuffs 
they consume, over aud above wbat they 
raise at home, and it is a matter of great in­ 
terest to his Government to be informed 
whether we are goiDg to 
be able 
to continue to supply the demand 
upon us that in the nature of things 
they will he compelled to make. While as­ 
tonished at the present enormous production 
of wheat in California, he was still more as­ 
tonished that our resources for the produc­ 
tion of the cereals were not yet over half 
taxed and developed. Said he, in speaking 
of the estimated quantity of wheat we will 
have to export the present season ; “ Eight 
hundred thousand tous of wheat is an enor 
roous product for a State of the American 
Union that hut yesterday was known only 
for its mineral wealth, and but the day before 
was not known at all.” In answer to his in­ 
quiry as to where and in what direction we 
would be ablo to extend the area of wheat 
production, we showed him the hundreds of 
thousand acres of tula lands—the best lands 
m the State, now entirely unproductive— 
that within the next half century would be 
reclaimed and produciug annually more 
wheat than the entire State is now pro­ 
ducing. We pointed out to him the immense 
increase of production that would be brought 
about in the great San Joaquin valley when 
the wa*ers of her rivers shall have been util­ 
ized for irrigation. We called to mind the 
fact that in Tebama, Shasta and other coun­ 
ties in the extreme upper Sacramento valley 
immense quantities of land, good for the pro­ 
duction of the small grains, are now lyÍDg 
unoccupied and uncultivated ; that the foot­ 
hills on either side of the great interior basin 
of the State, from the extreme rorth to the 
extreme south end of that basin, were full of 
small valleys and fertile hillsides that one 
day will be covered with waving fields of 
golden wheat, We then called to his mind 


the fact that the southern coast counties, 
that heretofore had not been supposed good 
for anything for wheat, were this year pro­ 
ducing this great staple for export to England 
at the rate of thirty aud forty bushels to the 
acre. As he looked over these almost bound­ 
less resources of our State for the pro­ 
duction of the staff of life to his country­ 
men his countenance beamed with delight, 
as if to say the mother country has indeed a 
frugal aud prosperous child in America, upon 
whom she may rely with confidence in her 
old age for a good square meal. The second 
question the Commissioner is looking up is 
whether England can depend on America for 
a contiuuance of her roast-beef dinners. To 
this question we gave him equally strong as­ 
surances. We showed him the enormous 
quantities of straw, equal to the best English 
hay, that is now annually burned to get it off 
of the ground, that would one day be econo­ 
mized and turned into loin and porter-house 
steaks for Englishmen’s morning meals. We 
showed him that full four-tenths of the area 
of the United States, the vast arid regions of 
the Rocky Mountains, were still practically 
unoccupied; that this broad expanse of 
country must from the nature of its location, 
elevation and climate, become one vast pas­ 
ture for sheep aud cattle, one vast producer 
of mutton and beef from which millions 
of pounds could be spared for shipment 
across the waters to gladden the hearts 
and fill the bellies of English Bubjects who 
should be so unfortunate as to be unable to j 
come to the land of plenty. In view of these 
Battering prospects of futnre plenty to h¡3 
countrymen, the Commisfioner was happy 
and seemed anxious to go out on a trip of 
personal inspection of our immediate produc­ 
tions. So we kindly prepared him with let­ 
ters of introduction to H. M. Larue, 
President of our State Agricultural Society, 
whose farm is iu Yolo county, near Davis- 
ville, to R. H. Newton, F. S. Freeman and 
Thomas & Hunt, of Woodland, who will 
drive him to the wheat fields and harvesting 
and threshing operations in Yolo county ; to 
John Boggs, Dr. Glenn and others of Colusa 
county, who will show him the boundless 
seas of wheat uncut aud countless stacks of 
wheat unthrashed in that county, and 
give him a glimpse of acres of wheat sacks 
lying on the wharves of the railroads and 
rivers ; and from there he will go over to 
Chico to rest on Sunday before stretching his 
sight over the wheat fields of Butte 
county. 
When 
he shall 
have 
re­ 
turned by the California aDd Oregon 
road through the wheat fields of Yuba, Sut­ 
ter, Placer aud Sacramento counties, in or­ 
der that he shall see some more wheat fields, 
we shall give him a trip through San Joaquin, 
Stanislau-. Calaveras, Tulare, to the upper 
end of the San Joaquin valiey, and then if 
he has not seen wheat enough to couviuce 
him of our present ability to feed England 
with bread, he can take a trip through Con­ 
tra Costa, Alameda aud Santa Ciara, and so 
on down into Monterey and San Louis Obispo, 
to behold the lauds that we are holding back 
for futnre wheat production. When return­ 
ing from the south he caD go over to Marir, 
Sonoma, Napa, Solano, and look up the coast 
through Mendocino and Humboldt to Del 
Norte, and besides the wheat fields, take a 
peep at some of our butter and cheese estab­ 
lishments. When the Commissioner by per­ 
sonal inspection has satisfied himself of our 
present capacity, he will be in a state of 
mind to comprehend our pictures of the fu­ 
ture of the Empire State of the Pacific.

Condition of Crops. 
We have received the report of the Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture for J une and July 
on the condition of the crops of the United 
States. According to this report the product 
of cereals iu the country will be larger this 
year than for many years iu the past. Corn, 
spring and winter wheat, throughout tlie 
Atlantic seaboard States and ths Mississippi 
Valley States are promising of good crops. 
The condition of cotton in the Southern 
States is also reported good, or 100, the 
highest reported in July for many years past. 
Oats is also reported as promising better than 
in years past. On the whole, the prospects 
are bright for full crops and a prosperous 
season throughout the country. 
Interesting to Farmers. 
General Grant says he was shown a piece 
of laud in China which had been under culti­ 
vation every year for 5,000 years without de- 
t“rioration of the Boil. This result is effected 
by returning to the soil everything takeu 
from it that is not consumed. Here, then, is 
the secret of the remarkable richness of Chi­ 
nese soil. 
T he A kmt-W okm R em edies.—The reme­ 
dies are simple. Burning over the field or 
prairie in the early winter or spring will de­ 
stroy the larv* ami preveut them infallibly. 
But this burning should be done annually, 
for it is impossible to anticipate their coming, 
or rather their occasional over-multiplioation. 
Like the poor they are always with us, but it 
is oaly when they propagate extraoruinarily 
that their existence is tobe seriously dreaded. 
Failing to prevent them, their march may 
be impeded by a ditch with the side vertical 
or sloping inwards towards the field to be 
protected, or even au ordinary furrow with 
si les kept friable by dragging brush in it. 
When collected in the brush they may he 
destroyed hy burning straw over them or 
covering them with earth and pressing it 
on them, or pouring coal oil in the ditch. 
The habits of this insect were first thor­ 
oughly exposed by Professor Riley, Chief 
of the Eutoinolagical Com mission of the 
United States, in the Eighth and Ninth 
Reports on the Insects of Missouri. Its 
ravages were noticed as far back as 1743. A 
hundred years later it again distinguished it­ 
self, but was peculiarly numerous aud vora­ 
cious in 1801 and 1873. 
V e rm is .—A few years since, oa going into 
the heu-house and putting our hand iuto a 
nest, we experienced a queer seusation, aud 
upon a close examination, discovered that a 
multitude of minute living organism» were 
spreading over our hand and arm. We soon 
ascertained that we uer. infested with them, 
and had to charge our clothing. We had 
never seen anything of the kind before, but 
were convinced that they were mites, and did 
not live u[>on the bodies of fowls, but fed 
upon them at night after the manner of their 
cousins, the bed bugs, aud went to work in 
earnest to destroy the pest. The first pre­ 
scription administered was a dose of white­ 
wash, well laid on. We salt, “ surely that 
has done the business for them.” But we 
were sadly mistaken, as a host still remained. 
A second prescription was to cover the 
floor with finely powdered slacked lime. But 
they only shook the dust off their feet as a 
testimony against us. As a dernier resort, 
we poured kerosene from the spout ui a can 
all along the perches, and «sjiecially where 
they rested, and into every crack and crevice, 
and for an opiate put half a pint of kerosene 
into a watering pot, filled it up with boiling 
water, and sprinkled the sides and floor of 
the building, saying, “ How do you like that, 
Mr. I-smoe I” Everything was kerosened ex­ 
cept a wooden bucket containing water for 
the fowls to drink. The next morning after 
administering this severe remedy, we went to 
their quarters to ascertain their welfare, and 
as a preliminary to give the fowls fresh wa­ 
ter, set the bucket outside. As the morn­ 
ing sun shone upon the top of the 
bn kei, it appeared to be set around 
with bea itilul red garnets—we were 
surprised and delighted, and wondering 
what it could be that was so very beautiful 
and touched with the tip of our fingers one 
of the apparent garnets, when, lo ! and be­ 
hold, it dissolved into a multitude of mites, 
that were filled with fresh blood from the 
chickens. We were somewhat crestfallen, 
but gave the bucket a thorough ablution, 
from the steaming spout of a kettle of boil­ 
ing water. We concluded that the bucket 
was the only thing within their reach free 
from kerosene, and they accordingly made it 
their place of rendezvous. Morning after 
morning we gave the bucket a dose of boiling 
water, and the mites gradually disappeared. 
Early the following spring the perches were 
treated to a liberal dose of kerosene, and no 
mites have since put in an appearance.

He writes now under date of August 7th 
from Tahoe City, saying that when he left 
the valley he couldn’t kick a feather out 
of his way, but that he can now kick a 
jackass clear across the street; he had no 
appetite, but can now punish four square 
meals daily ; he could scarcely walk, he 
now takes a spio of six miles aud back be­ 
fore breakfast and an eighteen mile pull at 
the oars after dinner ; he was listless, he 
can now out whoop and out jump, out 
shoot and out run, out talk aud out sing 
all the combined fraternity of typos. He 
continues in this strain aud under 
the influence of renewed vigor ;

The waters of the 
lake are literally as clear as crystal, objects 
on the bottom at a depth of 130 or 140 feet 
being as distinctly7 visible as the fingers on 
one's hands, and their purity equals their 
clearness. 
Another peculiarity of these 
waters is their extreme density. Of the 
dozen or more bodies drowned in the lake 
not one has ever risen to the surface or 
been recovered, all lying at the bottom of 
their grand aqueous tomb. The lake never 
freezes. Although in winter surrounded 
by snow ranging in depth from ten to thirty 
feet, and the thermometer 25 or 30' below 
zero, yet the surface of the lake remains as 
free from ice as the rushiug waters of 
the Sacramento fronting your city. The 
lake abounds in trout, whitefish, chub 
and minnows—all delicious eating. The 
trout range from half a pound to twelve 
pounds aud over in weight, and whitefish 
attain to six and seven pounds. The min­ 
nows, however, are small affairs, but are 
exquisitely toothsome. Trout do not bite 
much just now. Admiral McDougal and 
friend Went out fishing on the lake yester­ 
day morning, and returned after two or 
three hours trial without a fish. 
“ The purity of the atmosphere at Lake 
Tahoe is one of its greatest charms. The 
thermometer during the summer ranges 
from 60J iu the night to 75” in the day, and 
the temperature is of just that delightful 
state to render the climate absolutely per­ 
fect. I have found none to equal it. Gen­ 
tle breezes, alternating with dreamy7 calms, 
are the rule. In the early7 morning, and 
often during the day and evening, not a 


Morgan, formerly of the Western Hotel, 
Sacramento, runs the boat fleet. 
The 
Governor Stanford ia the only passenger 
boat running on the lake this summer. She 
makes the round trip in about six hours. 
That story published in a contemporary of 
the R ecord U nion about an Italian herder 
being devoured by bears, a mile or so from 
here, and other bear items, were purely 
sensational Nothing of the kind occurred. 
It is true bears are occasionally seen back 
of the mountains hereabouts, but they never 
molest a human being. Old hunters tell 
me that neither the cinnamon nor the 
grizzly bear will attack a man unless first 
attacked themselves.”

ripple cau be seen to disturb the fair face 
of the lake—its surface as smooth as glass, 
seeming like a gigantic mirror, reflecting in 
its depths nature’s grand majestic frame­ 
work, and presenting a scene of enchant­ 
ing loveliuess. At bueh times no inspira­ 
tion or skill of the artist’s pencil could half 
do the subject justice. 
“ With such an exquisite climate and 
such unrivaled scenery and surroundings 
as are here afforded, and so convenient of 
access, too, it is passing strange that it 
should be comparatively ignored by 
the denizens of the valleys, or by the 
people of San Francisco and the coast. 
Were Tahoe located in the Alleghanies or 
the White Mountains of New England, 
instead of the wilds of the Sierras, it would 
be the grand pleasure Mecca of a continent. 
Immense caravansaries and elegant villas 
would adurn its banks, and half a million 
people would revel in its delights. Sara­ 
toga, Newport, Long Branch, Rocka- 
way. White Sulphur and other rivals 
would have to go to the rear. But its 
superlative attractions will some day be 
appreciated, and what I have above pic­ 
tured will be popularly realized. Taboe 
affords one of the finest spots for rowing 
races and regattas in the world, and for 
light yacht sailing it is admirably adapted. 
By the courtesy of Mr. Bliss, man­ 
ager 
of 
the Tahoe 
Lumber 
aud 
Mill Company, I took a spin across 
the lake tne other day to Glenbrook, in 
the screw steamer Meteor, belonging to 
the compauy. The Meteor is a small craft, 
being only 82 feet in length, 9 feet wide 
and the same depth of hold, but she is 
‘lightning on the wing’ as a traveler. 
She went over at the rate of 18 miles an 
hour, with 110 pounds of steam, and 
has accomplished nearly 22 miles an 
hour with 
180 
pounds. 
There is 
probably but one swifter boat on the 
i’acific coast, the ferry-boat Newark, ply­ 
ing betw een San Francisco and Alameda; 
she is thought to be a little faster. In 
going over we passed over the lava beds of 
an extinct volcano, near Observatory Point 
(where the Lick observatory was first 
located). The month of the crater could 
be plainly seen through the clear water of 
the lake, at depths of fromTOO to 130 feet, 
with huge masses of lava aud scoria scat­ 
tered about. Nearly all the timber and 
lumber required for the mines on the Com­ 
stock lode are supplied by the Tahoe Lum­ 
ber Company, whose mills are located at 
Glenbrook—a town of about 100 buildings, 
and the largest on the lake. A narrow- 
gauge railroad transports the lumber to the 
summit of the mountains, where it is 
‘ shooted ’ down the mountain side to the 
Carson, and thence flumed to its destina­ 
tion. The narrow-gauge is a model of en­ 
gineering skill, winding around the steep 
mountaiu sides in a zigzag course, and in 
one place it traverses a distance of nearly 
eight miles to accomplish but two. 
“ Among tho visitors here or who have 
been here during the week are Admiral 
McDougal and party of San Francisco;

John Gillig and wife, formerly of Sacra­ 
mento, now of Virginia, and Hank Monk, 
of Horace Greeley fame, who is now in 
poor health. 
“ Mrs. E. B. Crocker of your city and 
Willie Crocker went below Wednesday 
last to attend the wedding of one of her 
nieces, but will return next week. In the 
meantime ‘ Idlewild,’ her villa residence, 
five miles from Tahoe City, is occupied by 
the other members of her family. 
“ A. C. Stevens and \V. B. Miller, of Sac­ 
ramento. made a flying trip here last Sun­ 
day, and one of the party a flying leap to 
the bottom of the lake. Stevens thought 
he would indulge in a row on the lake, 
and accordingly leaped into one of the nu­ 
merous boats alongside the wharf, but 
struck on the side, when, like a flash, up 
weut the bottom of the l>oat, and with a 
splash down wcDt Stevens to the bottom 
of the lake.

In the entire routine of domestic duties 
there is nothing so universally disliked as 
washing dishes. It seems not to have a 
single redeeming feature. Necessarily it 
must be confined to kitchen precincts— 
must be shut off from all that is attractive 
in the home—its music is a rattle of china 
and tiukliug of tins—its perfume is not of 
“ new mown hay.” The artistic soul may 
find something beautiful in laying the spot­ 
less cloth and arranging upon it dainty 
china or snowy crockery ; a lover of the 
beautiful cau find pleasure in sweeping, 
dusting and arranging a room, that will 
meet her eye all day with a sense of ap­ 
proval, but where is the woman who cau 
do more than make dish washii g other 
than merely endurable ? 
Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher several years 
ago in one of her excellent articles on 
housekeeping, tried to meet the case by 
advising those who had to wash dishes to 
use instead of cloth or other contrivances 
an ordinary whisk broom. This is excel­ 
lent, but this alone will not make the duty 
pleasant. 
Nothing but the spirit which 
accompanies the work can do th.s, and to 
enjoy it thus it is necessary that the pre­ 
liminary arrangements be carefully at- 
t nded to. 
There are a few ladies of the older 
school who attend to their silver in the 
dining-room, but these are fast dying out. 
In any case the same order must be ob­ 
served. Remove from the table first glass­ 
ware, second silver laid nicely upon a plate, 
then cups and saucers, plates carefully 
cleaned of all scraps, then the rest of the 
dishes. See that every dish is made as 
clean as possible without washing and pile 
large plates first, upon these dessert plates, 
saucers by themselves, and all sfnall dishes 
in as small compass a3 they can be made to 
occupy. During this part of the work the 
inind must necessarily be upon it, but then 
begins the actual dish-washing, which can 
be made a stepping stone to the highest 
self-development. 
W ith foaming water 
and soap, with clear water for rinsing, a 
tray for draining, clean tea-toweb for dry­ 
ing, there is now no hindrance to a half­ 
hour's communion with Carlyle or Alger 
or Spencer, Martineau or Tennyson. They 
are so near in spirit, so far removed by 
mere sense, that no thought of insult is 
felt though you choose them for your com­ 
panions while performing the menial duty 
of washing dishes. Ab freely, aye, more 
freely will they confide to you their choic­ 
est thoughts, as if you were a princess in a 
palace. In company with these hours of 
quiet, wherein the memory becomes en­ 
riched by things best and most enduring, 
it soon comes to pass that all the day be­ 
side grows tame and commonplace, for who 
among our acquaintances cau take their 
place or give us a siDgle thought where 
these give a score. 
In these days of rapid changes, v.here 
the wheel of fortune turns so quickly that 
we scarcely know our friends to have 
reached the top ere we hear they are at the 
bottom, many have been the heartaches 
and bitter thoughts at being forced to give 
up social pleasures for home duties. 
Where there is no love for culture or 
thought this is indeed pitiable, but where 
the soul aspires, there can be no perma­ 
nent regret, when they pause and consider 
whom they leave in the parlor that is the 
peer of their hour in the kitchen. In the 
one case a chattering theory, in the other 
the world’s greatest minds. 
I know a lady who considers her dish­ 
washing hour most sacred, because in it 
she feeds thus on highest thought. Learn­ 
ing by heart whole chapters of Carlyle, 
long extracts of Martineau, wonderful 
passages from Emerson or Alger, she says 
she can be disturbed at any or all hours 
better than this. Try it and give us the 
result, ye wearied mothers and over-laden 
daughters, when six months have passed.

FRENCH FETES. 


THREE 
MILLION 
STREETS 
OF PEOPLE I> 
CELEBRATING. 
THE 


Magnificent Review—Pleasure, Gaiety and 
Patriotism Combined in a Grand 
Burst of Brilliant Scenes. 


CHARLES BRADLAUGH. 


Charles Bradlaugh’s preference of an 
affirmation instead of an oath in the House 
of Commons was thoroughly characteristic 
of him, and the faithful following out of 
his early antecedents. In his sixteenth 
year he was a model' young Christian, an 
enthusiastic Sunday-school teacher, and a 
promising member of the Church of Eng­ 
land, but when the Bishop of London was 
announced to hold a confirmation in 
Bethnal Green, the incumbent of St. 
Peter’s, Hackney-road, in an evil hour, re­ 
quested his youthful Sunday-school teacher 
to be prepared with suitable answers to 
any questions which the Bishop might put 
in regard to the Thirty-nine Articles. This 
led young Bradlaugh to compare the Arti­ 
cles with the Gospels, aud, on coming 
across difficulties, to address a respectful 
note to his clergyman iu order that he 
might see his way through them. The 
incumbent, instead of helping the boy out of 
his troubles, informed his parents that 
their son had turned atheist, and suspended 
him for three months from the exercise of 
his functions as Sunday-school teacher. 
Young Bradlaugh refused to attend church 
during the interval of hi3 suspension as 
teacher, and soon began to spend his Sun­ 
days elsewhere and otherwise. It was the 
time of the Chartist movement, when 
thought was in a ferment both in and out 
of Ijoudon, and Charles Bradlaugh was 
soon a regular out-of-door disputant in 
Bonner’s Fields, a suburb of the city, at 
first on the orthodox Christian side, then 
as a deist, then as a full-fledged atheist. 
The next step in his career was to become 
a teetotaler. The crisis of his life now 
came. The incumbent of St. Peter's had 
laid the case of young Bradlaugh be'ore 
the firm of coal merchants by whom he 
had been employed, and they gave him 
three days to change his opinions or loso 
his situation. He gave up both “ beer 
and the Bible,” and started out from his 
father's house a social outcast, being re­ 
duced to such Btraits in his 17th year that 
he enlisted in the Seventh Dragoon Guards, 
and served with his regiment for three 
years in Ireland. Inheriting from an aunt, 
in 1853, a small property, he bought his 
discharge from the army and began his 
studies for the bar, lecturing frequently 
before free-thought institutions, aud tak­ 
ing radical ground on every question that 
came up. In 1862 he compelled an Angli­ 
can clergyman to pay 6100 and the costs 
in a suit for libel affecting his wife and 
daughters, and yet withheld the name of 
his assailant from the public iu order that 
the priest might not be degraded from his 
office. His recent preference of the decla­ 
ration to the oath in the House of Com­ 
mons is of a piece with his early question­ 
ings, and the Church of England has to 
thank a blundering clergyman for the radi­ 
calism of one who knows how to hit hard, 
and whose position among the British Rad­ 
icals is one of unquestioned power. Mr. 
Bradlaugh is now in his 47th year.—[New 
York Tunes. 


To Corn B eef. — Put into a eask 12 gal­ 
lons of water, 12 quarts of salt, and I 
pound of saltpeter; stir until all is dis­ 
solved. Halt your meat, rubbing it well, 
and lay it in a separate tub, taking partic­ 
ular care always to have the skin side 
down. Let it "lie thus for 10 days, and 
then put it into the brine (still with the 
skin aide down), weighting it down with 
boards and a large clean stone. This brine 
will keep from November till March. Meat 
may be added from time to time, always 
taking care to have salt rubbed - over it, 
and tne blood drained off. 


P aris, July 19, 1S80. 
It is easily understood why the French 
are so fond of fetes after witnessing their 
manner of enjoying them. They seem pe­ 
culiarly constituted for periodical enjoy­ 
ment, for they have the faculty of ridding 
themselves of all care and anxiety for the 
moment and devoting their entire time to 
pleasure. Not that they are generally in­ 
souciantk, for there is no nation more eco­ 
nomical and regardful of the future than 
they ; their entire income of the year, or 
their earnings, are divided up and appor­ 
tioned, so much for their living, so much 
for their economies (that is a sum put aside 
for auy emergency or old age), and so much 
for thtir amusements, for they are aware 
that “ all work and no play makes Jack a 
dull boy.” Then their manifestations of 
joy are so natural, so sincere and so calm. 
On that grand fete day, when three mill­ 
ion of people were collected ia the streets, 
a portion of them communards, there was 
not one ease of drunkenness, 
NOT A SINGLE ACCIDENT. 
Of what other nation in the world could 
so much be said? The fete was the grand­ 
est success that possibly can be imagined. 
It began on the day of the 13th with the 
arrival of 40,000 persons from the prov­ 
inces, when Paris appeared more animated 
than during the most flourishing days of 
the Exposition. The streets were crowded 
not only with these straDgers but with nu­ 
merous soldiers, and officers with their 
wives, come to take part iu the ceremony 
of the distribution of the flags. From 9 
o’clock in the morning companies of infant­ 
ry aud cavalry were seen moving in the 
direction of Longchamps, while boats, om­ 
nibuses and all kinds of vehicles were 
filled with people hastening to obtain the 
most advantageous position for witnessing 
the review. At 9 o’clock all the tribunes 
were titled with the most elegant moude of 
Paris, and yet the ceremony was not to 
begin until 1 o’clock. Never in all the 
previous reviews had there been collected 
such a crowd. The spectacle was magnifi­ 
cent, and the coup d'ail of the meat impos­ 
ing. There were tne gay dress of the dif­ 
ferent regiments, the sparkling of swords, 
bayonets aud helmets, aud ail that one 
vast Bea of splendor. A new tribune had 
been erected in frout of the ceuter tribune 
of the race grounds, and near the ceuter, 
for the President of the Republic, his in­ 
vited guests, the foreign diplomatic corps 
and the Senators and Deputies. This trio- 
une was handsomely decorated with crim­ 
son velvet, and gold fringe on the interior, 
and with flags and drapery of the national 
colors on the exterior. In fact the national 
colors attracted the eye in every direction, 
for the day was very warm, and the gay 
parasols were turned towards the eun, and 
the three-colored faus agitated the air like 
so many butterflies. A great number of 
ladies were handsomely dressed iu 
. 
RED, W HITE AND BLUE 
Of silk or bunting, and as these colors 
were combined with much taste the effect 
was really charming. Madame Grevy and 
her daughters had but entered the gate 
when the sound of the clarion was heard 
on the review grounds; the drums beat 
and the bands commenced playing the 
Marseillaise. It was the signal of the ar­ 
rival of the President of the Republic; 
Gambetta, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, aud Leon Say, Presideut of the 
Senate. They were accompanied by the 
customary pickets of cavalry. 
Behind 
them followed the commander of the army 
with his different aides-de-camp. 
Mr. 
Grevy then pronounced a magnificent 
speech, short and concise, but very elo­ 
quent, which the most bitter enemies of the 
Republic were forced to state was full of 
“ grand sentiments nobly expressed.” Dur­ 
ing the ceremony Gambetta and Leon Hay 
were seated on each side of the President. 
The Colonels formed two lines on each 
side of the stairway ; the flag-bearers of 
their regiments advanced also in the same 
order and departed by two passages opened 
on the sides of the President’s tribune. 
The Colonels and flag-bearers met on each 
side of Mr. Grevy, who received from the 
hands of the bearer the flag which he pre­ 
sented to the Colonel; the Colonel then re­ 
turned it to his flag bearer, aud the two 
went to join their regiment which was 
stationed in front of the tribune. At the 
arrival of each flag to its regiment the 
bands all played the Marseillaise. The 
appearance of the first flag was hailed 
with long cries of 
“ v tv r l a r e p u b u q d e !” 
And the enthusiasm of the crowd was in­ 
describable. The ceremony did not last 
longer than half an hour. The review 
was very fine. As eaeh regiment passed 
before the Presidential tribune the flag 
was lowered and the officers saluted ; and 
as each flag passed before the tribunes of 
tho spectators it was vociferously ap­ 
plauded, and there reigned an enthusiasm 
' such as had never before been seen. 
When the review was ended Gen. Farre, 
the Minister of War, advanced towards 
the estrade to salute the President of the 
Republic, and twenty-one discharges of 
cannon fired from Mont-Valerien announced 
the end of the eeremoDy. It was natural 
to suppose that all Paris was at the re­ 
view, but on returning to the city the 
crowd was still so great that the immense 
concourse of people who had gone to Long­ 
champs were scarcely misstd._ What a 
fairy scene Paris presented ! Not a win­ 
dow but what was decorated with flags, 
festoons of red, white and blue, and nu­ 
merous lampions, and the higher up the 
windows the greater was the profusion of 
decorations. Across the streets were ex­ 
tended garlands of evergreens trimmed with 
flags and lanterns, and so thick were they 
that the sky was scarcely visible above. 
Not a single person was to be seen in the 
streets without some maikcd emblem of 
his patriotic sentiments, the large rosettes 
cf the national colors being the most popu­ 
lar ; then there were large brilliant medals 
representing the destruction of the Baatile ; 
others with the bust of the Republic be­ 
tween flags, painted and gilded in exqui­ 
site taste, and sold only for a few sous. 
The women all wore flowers and ribbons, and 
the chil fren cheap paper hats, besides bear­ 
ing tiny flags in their hands. A piece of 
the fete was”within everybody’s reach, and 
everybody partook of it. Every thing 
seemed transformed into 
PLEASURE AND GAIETY; 
And not only at the entrance of the princi­ 
pal Btreets were lofty arches of triumph 
erected, ornamented with designs, flags 
and lanterns, but even the by-streets and 
the dark alleys, where haunt suffering, pov­ 
erty and vice, were covered from view by 
these arches, more or less pretentiously 
dressed. 
The sufferings and horrors of 
Paris seemed to have vanished to make 
way, at least [or a day, to the emotions of 
joy and happiness. It w7as a wonder where 
all that flag material could come from, as 
there seemed a quantity displayed to have 
kept all the factories going for many years. 
As I mentioned in one of my previous let­ 
ters everybody sold flags, from the dry 
goods man down to the grocery mau and 
the shoemaker, besides numerous street 
peddlers offered them to the passers by. 
They all did a most flourishing business, 
and a number, it is said, are about to re­ 
tire from business, having already realized 
a respectable fortune, A physician in the 
house, although known for his republican 
principles (moderate), neither placed flags 
in his windows nor illnminated in the 
evening. The concierge asked hipi the 
reason,"when he growled that he would 


decorate his windows when his patients 
' paid him; that they all had money enough 
to buy flags and lanterns, but could not 
pay their doctor's bills. Who would have 
thought that negligent patieuts would suc­ 
ceed in quenching the patriotism out of a 
doctor's heart ? If Paris presented a fairy 
scene during the day, nothing cau describe 
the maguitieence and 
GRANDEUR OF THE EVENING. 
Every building belonging to the Govern­ 
ment, or to a corporation, was lighted by 
several rows of gas, the initials “ E. F.,” 
or the entire words “ ltepublique Fran- 
caise,” being conspicuous.' The steeples 
of all the churches and towers were oue 
blaze of gas jets, and with the gas were 
mingled different electric lights, so that 
the effect was marvelous, aud one seemed 
really to be in some strange fairy-land. 
The majority of the population moved in 
the direction of the Champs Elysees and 
the Arc de Triumphs, to witness the 
magnificent display of fireworks which had 
been announced. In front of the Mad­ 
eleine there passed a thousand persons in a 
minute, commencing at 7 \ until 91 o’clock ; 
besides there were almost as great a crowd 
from other directions. Notwithstanding, 
it seemed as though everybody remained 
at home to illuminate his windows for it 
was almost impossible to distinguish a 
single one from which lampions, lamps or 
lanterns were not suspended, aud the 
higher up the windows the greater the illu- 
ininatiou, as though the people, the real 
people, could not sufficiently give ex­ 
pression to their joy. There were grand 
fireworks in four diff rent directions in 
Paris, beside’3 in each arrondissemcut there 
were extra fireworks, the result of volun­ 
tary contribution, so that the fete in real­ 
ity possessed a marked individual spirit in 
which fear or compulsion had no part 
whatever. In my own arromlissement the 
fireworks were to take place on the ex­ 
treme bank of the Isle St. Louis, just op­ 
posite my window, so that there was 
nothing better to do than to stay at home, 
which 1 had no reason w hatever to regret. 
At 9 o’clock the regattas made their ap­ 
pearance from around the island w ith great 
masts charged with lanterns. It was a 
BEAUTIFUL SIGHT. 
Some twenty boats containing each three 
hundred colored lights, whose gentle oscil­ 
lations produced by the motion of the oars, 
rendered the scene more picturesque. In 
these boats burned green, blue and red 
lights which were many times reflected on 
the water ; several bands of music played 
the Marseillaise, which the crowd never 
wearied of calling for. It was when the 
Seine was for some distance covered with 
these boats aud the music w as playing that 
the fireworks began ; there were four mag­ 
nificent pieces, and as the whole was re­ 
flected iu the water the effect was many 
times repeated ; the quays were crowded 
with people who loudly applauded, joiuiug 
tht ir ahs! of admiration to the sound of 
rockets, guns, cannons and pistols, for the 
whole day long the air resounded with the 
cannon’s echo ; added to all this, from nine 
o’clock until eleven there fell from all the 
windows in the neighborhood myriads of 
colored stars, which mounted to meet those 
in the sky above or fell to disappear in the 
river. 
No window, however small, but 
what sent off its fire-rockets. The scene 
was so bewildering iu its beauty and brill­ 
iancy that one asked himself if he had not 
been transferred to another world, fur the 
imagination had not been able to conceive 
anything so wonderful. At eleven o’clock 
all was calm aud the people returned to 
their homes. There seemed to be no head­ 
aches the next morning, for each one ap­ 
peared as well and as happy as though he 
had not taken part in the grandest fete the 
world has ever seen. 
NOTES. 
Rochefort arrived at Paris last Mouday. 
Many hundreds of people were present to 
receive him. 
The crowd gathered so 
closely around him that there was danger 
of his being crushed, and when he at last 
did succeed in reaching the carriage with 
his son and daughter, it was proposed to 
take out the horses and draw it. Amidst 
all the enthusiasm and cries of “ Vive 
Rochefort!” “ Vive l’awnestie!” Rochefort 
himself was calm and unmoved, and his 
only occupation seemed to be to get aw ay 
from the crowd. At the Bastile the street 
became blocked so that it was impossible to 
more ; the eminent pamphleteer then took 
refuge in a restaurant and slipped through 
the -jack door to his dwelliDg.

HOW PARIS IS SUPPLIED WITH MILK 
Milk producers and sellers in California 
may learn wrhat is of advantage to them 
from an outline of the milk supply aud 
trade of Taris, as described by the editor 
of the Journal of the Royal Agricultural 
Society of England, from which we con­ 
denso the method of doiDg business, as 
observed and recorded by the editor of the 
Journal. The milk trade of Paris is esti­ 
mated to be 280,000 quarts daily. Two 
methods are in vogue in Paris, namely, the 
sale of milk by large dairy farmers direct 
to the rich consumer ; and the ordinary 
wholesale milk trade, which involves col­ 
lection and preparation by the mei chant, 
sale to dealers and the distribution to ordi­ 
nary consumers. The process of a large 
producer near Paris is cited. The dairy 
farmer occupies 750 acres of arable laud, 
cultivated on the French system of rota­ 
tion, winter corn, spring corn, artificial 
grasses and beet-roots,with a portion of the 
land to lucerne, which continues for sev­ 
eral years aud takes the course permanent 
grass land. He keeps GO cows, more or 
less, buying them soou after calving and 
selling them when they begin to run dry, 
or feeding them on beet-root pulp and bran 
—beet-root husbandry being connected 
with the milk business. 
The distinctive feature of the business is 
in the distribution of the milk to the con­ 
sumers. The milk as it is drawn from the 
cow is cooled down to 55 degrees by im­ 
mersing the cans in cold water, and then 
it is transferred to small vessels of tin or 
porcelain, w7hich are immediately sealed hy 
means of a piece of lead passed through 
the staple, in front of the ha3p, the lead 
then being pressed flat by a pair of pincers 
carrying the seal of the dairy, and the ves­ 
sel cannot he opened without destroying 
this impression. Purchasers thus have the 
assurance of receiving the milk as it leaves 
the farm, the consumers in Paris being 
willing to pay for the guarantee of quality 
—the price of some of the leading dairies 
being 70 centimes per liter, or 40 or 50 
centimes for the half-liter, delivered at the 
house (a liter is 1J pints, Sd per quart, or 
more than half a crown per gallon, double 
the price, says the editor, paid for milk at 
the West End in London). Some pro­ 
ducers charge a little less for milk deliv­ 
ered in tin cans than if sent in porcelain, 
and some a little higher furnished to sub­ 
scribers, the empty vessels being given up 
when full ones are delivered. 
The cleansing of vessels required by 
this system of delivery enhances the price 
of the milk received. 
Some dairymen 
have a machine for cleansing these vessels 
so that it is done cheaply and thoroughly. 
T h e E arthquake in Sw iteerlan».— 
Tho earthquake in Switzerland on the 
morning of June 2Sth was felt at Geneva, 
Nyon, Rolle, Crons, Ooppet and in the 
country between Ferney and the foot of 
the Jura. • The oscillation lasted about 
three seconds, and was preceded at Nyon 
by subterranean noises. 
The movement 
was from below upward and from east to 
west. Where the shook was more violent 
several persons were thrown from their 
beds and many windows broken. 
In 
Geneva many people were awakened from 
their sleep. At Crons, a second, though 
much slighter, shock was felt three-quar­ 
ters of an hour after the first. It is probable 
that the movements may have been more 
marked in the mountains than in the valley 
of the Leman and the Rhone. 
The prize in the competition for the 
statue of the Republic, to be erected at 
Paris, has been awarded to M. Morice. 


Summer Drinks, 
Root B e fk.—This is made by infusing 
herbs and bruised roois in boiling water. 
Burdock, ycllock dock, sarsaparilia, sassa­ 
fras, dandelion, spikenard, hops, cottsfoot. 
nettles, wintergreen, wild cherry, black 
alder, prickly ash, birch bark, ginger root, 
spruce twigs and coriander ar.d auise seed 
are all used. An experienced housekeeper 
says to take half an ouDcceachof the 
bruised roots of ginger, sassafras, yellow 
dock, sarsaparilla and wintergreen, and a 
quarter of an ounce each of wild cherry 
bark, dandelion root, coriander seed aud 
hops. 
Simmer these for an hour iu a 
gallon or more of water, and add enough 
more boi i»g water to make four or five 
gallons. W hen lukewarm, strain tin- liquor 
oil, add about three pounds of brown sugar, 
or sweeten to taste with molasses, and 
put in an ounce of cream of tartar and 
half a teacup of yeast. Let tho mixture 
work for twenty-four hours, theu skim, 
strain and bottle. Hoak new corks in boil­ 
ing water, pound and tie them down close, 
and lay the bottles on the aide in a cool 
place. It will be ready for use in twenty- 
four hours, and is excellent in the spring 
for purifying the blood. A good substitute 
for root beer may be more easily made by 
using the oils or essences Instead of the 
roots and bark. For iustauce, put an 
ounce each of the essences of spruce and 
sassafras, and half an ounce of the essence 
of wintergreen into two quarts of boiling 
water. Put in two.pounds of sugar and 
enough more boiling water to make three 
gallons, and when lukewarm add two 
beaten eggs and a half a cup of yeast. 
Mix well and strain ; let stand two or three 
days, then bottle and cork, or put into a 
keg. 
G in g e r B eer.— Put two ounces of the 
extract of Jamaica ginger, a pound of 
6ugar, 
an ounce of cream 
of tar­ 
tar, and the grated yellow peel of a lemon 
into six quarts of water. Stir until the 
sugar is melted, and heat until the mix­ 
ture is lukewarm, and theu add a quarter 
of a cup of yeast. Let stand two or three 
hours, stir, bottle aud wire the corks. It 
will be fit for use in four days. 
F r u it W a ter I ces.—-To every pint of 
fruit-juice allow oue pint of syrup made as 
follows : Melt six pounds of sugar in six 
pints of water and place it over a gentle 
fire ; let it boil well ; beat tho white of an 
egg, add it to the water, strain and bottlo* 
for use. 
H om e-m ade Soda W ater.—Squeeze the 
juice from a lemon, strain and add it to a 
tumbler of cold water. Sweeten to taste. 
When well mixed put in half a small tea­ 
spoonful of carbonate of soda, stir well ami 
drink while the mixture is in au effer­ 
vescing state. 
Making Vinegar. 
Most thrifty houseke- prr» have already 
learned that it is not a difficult thing to 
keep the vinegar barrel well filled after it 
is once started. Good vinegar can be made 
iu the course of time from sweetened water 
and yeast ; it is a slow process unless 
there is plenty of heat, and much the 
quickest and best to have some strong 
stock to start with. A ten-gallon keg 
would answer the purpose of a small fam­ 
ily ; it should be provided with a faucet 
and a bung-hole, and have in it five gal­ 
lons of good strong cider vinegar, fo this 
may be added hard cider from time to 
time, as space and strength will permit, 
unless the supply of fruit bo such as to 
make cider unnecessary. Put all parings 
and cores of sound fruit, scraps of toma­ 
toes, scum and rinsings of priserviug-ket- 
tles, and the pulp remaining in the jelly 
press, into a stone jar ; cover with warm 
water, tie a thin cloth over the top, and 
set it in the sun in the Summer; in cold 
weather, uear the stove. At the end of 
two weeks strain the liquid through a bag, 
and pour it into a k^g through a funnel ; 
first drawing out some of the good vinegar 
for immediate use. Where much fruit is 
used, the refuse portions will be amply 
sufficient for keeping a plentiful supply of 
vinegar on hand, and there will be no ne­ 
cessity for consuming deleterious and 
poisonous acid3 iu the form of commercial 
vinegar. 
Receipts. 
N ic e B iscu its.—Put one-half pound 
butter into a basin, warm it, then beat 
it to a cream, add one pound flour by de­ 
grees, then half pound sifted sugar and 
flavoring to taste, moisten the whole with 
the yolks of six eggs. Drop the mixture 
from a spoon on a buttered paper, leaving 
a distance between each biscuit as they 
spread as they get warm ; bake in rather a 
slow oven from twelve to eighteen min­ 
utes. In making the above quantity half 
may lie flavored with ground ginger and 
half with esaense of lemon or currauts to 
make a variety. 
With whatever the 
preparation is flavored so the biscuits are 
called. 
Another way—To make simple 
hard biscuits, warm two ounces butter in 
half pint skimmed milk until the former is 
dissolved, and then mix it w ith one pouml 
flour into a very stiff paste ; beat it with 
the rolling pin until the dough looks per­ 
fectly smooth. Roll it out thin ; cut into 
round biscuits with the top of a glass : 
prick them well and bake for about ten 
minutes. 
C h ic k e n C ream P uddtnci.—Filltt one 
large fowl, or two small one3 ; scrape the 
filets away with a knife until they are re­ 
duced to a pulp; pound the chicken pulp 
in a mortar with an ounce of fresh butter ; 
add to this the yolks of four large eggs, 
one at a time ; pass the whole through a 
fine wire sieve ; place it on the ice in a 
basin ; stir in balf a pint of whipped cream 
lightly ; then beat up the four whites until 
they are stiff, and stir them lightly into 
the mixture ; season to taste with salt and 
cayenne ; fill it into a plain buttered mold, 
place the mold into a stewpan with a little 
boiling water ; let it ste am at the corner of 
the stove ; be careful not to let it boil ; 
when set firm enough, turn it carefully out 
on its dish, and serve with a little half 
glaze poured around it. 
To Keep C id e r S w ee t.—Make from 
ripe fruit, but exclude ail that ÍB rotten. 
Use no water or musty straw in the manu­ 
facture. The sweeter the cider the better 
it will keep. Put into a clean barrel and 
keep cool. At 46 deg. Fah. fermentation 
will cease. Fill the barrel nearly fuli; put 
in the bung air-tight ; bore a hole through 
it and fit in a small bent tin or rubber 
tube air-tight. Let the free end of the 
tube be immersed in a dish of water so 
that the gas can pass out but not let the 
air in. When it has nearly ceased work­ 
ing, as shown by the bubbles, draw off in­ 
to clean casks ; put into each barrel a half 
pint of whole mustard eeed and a handful 
of horseradish root, and bung up air-tight. 
R h u ba r b J am.—Wash and cut rhubarb. 
into pieces about an inch long ; put it into 
a dish, and set it in an oven untiJ the juice 
is drawn from it. Pour away the juioe, 
and to every one pound rhubarb put three- 
quarter pound sugar. Put them into a 
preserving-pan, or a very nicely-tinned 
saucepan. Boil for half an hour, stirring 
constantly ; do not skim, as it is a great 
waste to do bo in preserving. 
If «o™ 
rhubarb is used, the jam will be very like 
greengage. Loaf sugar makes decided y 
the best jam, but moist will make it very 
nice for children. 
Ic k d C u r r a n t s.— Select fine bunches of 
red currants, and well beat the whites of 
two eggs ; mix these with a half pint of 
water ; then take the currants, a bunch at 
a time, and dip them in. Let them drain, 
and then roll them in finely pounded sugar ; 
lay them to dry on pajier, when the sugar 
will crystallize around each currant and 
have a very pretty effect. A mixture of 
various fruits, iced in this manner and 
arranged on one dish, looks very nice for 
dessert.

TEE WATER 
QUESTION. 


THE 
NULLIFICATION 
OF 
JUSTICE BY 


DELAY. 


It should not be necessary to urge the 
people of ¡Sacramento to fresh exertions for 
the procurement of a better quality of 
w ater than that which is now ensured by 
us. 
The one circumstance that the Branch 
Prison at Folsom is now fairly started on 
its mission of polluting still further the 
already filthy waters which this long-suf­ 
fering community uses, should suffice to 
stimulate our people to renewed efforts. It 
may be thought an enviable distinction by 
some persons to he able to say that they 
drink the dirtiest water that descends any 
American gullets, but the advantages of 
inud as a beverage are not sufficiently ap­ 
preciated to make their boast a very satis­ 
factory one. 
Perhaps it may move some 
of onr apathetic citizens to point out to 
them that the sufferance of this nasty 
w ater is anything but a proof of enterprise, 
and that a city which has been accustomed 
to brag of its wonderful pluck and persist­ 
ence ought to have overcome this nuis­ 
ance 
a great many years 
ago. 
No 
doubt this indifference to 
the virtues 
and excellences of pure water has been 
fostered and strengthened by a kind of 
idiots who have taken it upon them to 
maintain in round terms the superiority of 
dirty water, and have undertaken to de­ 
monstrate that the wholesoraencss of the 
liquid was in inverse proportion to its 
purity. 
By listening to these topsy-turvy 
philosophers many worthy but simple citi­ 
zens have become persuaded that dirt in 
water is the surest proof of its goodness, 
and that clear water is poisonous. Of course 
when these marvelous theories are ad­ 
. vanced beyond the city limits they excite 
astonishment and mirth, but here they 
have become familiar, and are listened to 
w ithout repugnance. 
I t is time all such 
nonsense was brushed away, however, for 
the obstinate adherence to foul water is 
growing to be more and more an injury' 
and drawback to the city, and those who 
desire its advancement should unite to 
urge this reform. 


WONDERFUL TROTTING. 


St. Julien, the California horse, has just 
trotted a mile in 2:11 j. 
Maud S. trotted 
a mile in the same time, but St. Julien 
trotted another mile in 2:131, and it is to 
be noted that his wonderful time was made 
on his second mile, whereas Maud S. made 
hers on her first mile. These performances 
show that it is altogether unsafe to set any 
limit to the speed attainable by trotters in 
these days of scientific breeding and train­ 
ing. 
A few years ago 2:20 was thought a 
miraculous hurst of speed. 
Then 2:18 
made its performer the hero of the turf. 
W hen Occident made 2:16 it was consid­ 
ered extraordinary. 
B ut now 2:11 J has 
been made by two horses at the same time, 
and St. Julien made this time under cir­ 
cumstances which warrant the belief th at 
he will some day do even better. 
One 
enthusiastic frequenter of the turf pre­ 
dicted several years ago that a time would 
come when a mile would be trotted in 2 
minutes, and really the idea seems to look 
less extravagant every year. 


The frequency of crimes of violence in 
California is often deplored, and men ex­ 
press surprise th at as all the material ac­ 
companiments of a more advanced civiliza­ 
tion gather about us, the homicidal tend­ 
ency does not diminish more rapidly. 
It 
is to be observed also th at among the many 
homicides committed in this State, an un­ 
usually large proportion have been byT per­ 
sons of intelligence and education, and 
that the common theory about the connec­ 
tion between ignorance and crime does not 
seem to be applicable here. 
The causes of 
this state of tilings are doubtless complex, 
and not simple. 
For a long time in the 
early history of the State there obtained a 
positive sentiment against severe penalties 
for homicide. 
W hen every man had to 
guard his own head with his own hand it 
was inevitable th at this should be so, and 
one result of it was th at the indifference to 
human life grew until it became almost 
necessary to check it by the sharp remedy 
of lynch law. 
After the era of the rough 
came the era of the keen criminal lawyer, 
with his plea of emotional insanity aud 
other air-drawn 
pretenses, and 
under 
his dexterous management some of the 
most burning disgraces Justice has ever 
suffered have been inflicted upon her. The 
trial and acquittal of Laura Fair is the 
crowning example of this 
demoraliza­ 
tion of public sentim ent and criminal 
administration. 
T hat was a trium ph of 
sham sentimentality, maudlin humanita- 
rianism, and cheap sophistry over every 
consideration of right and justice and 
decency. 
Since th at time justice has been 
cheated with equal frequency, but under 
somewhat 
different circumstances. 
At 
present the chief instrum entality for de­ 
feating the law is delay. 
W hen a crime is 
committed the first thing sought by the 
defendant’s counsel is postponement. 
It 
is studiously attem pted to procure such 
delays as will suffice to obscure the public 
remembrance of the crime, and to deaden 
the public sensibility as to the need of 
punishment. 
All the quirks and quibbles 
of the law are therefore resorted to for the 
purpose of gaining time. 
The last thing a 
modern murderer wants is a speedy trial. 
He is content to lay in jail for months, un­ 
til his very existence has been almost for­ 
gotten, end then his counsel will endeavor 
to obtain a reliably imbecile jury, and 
tru st to the plea of insanity and public 
apathy to secure a verdict of acquittal. 
There are unfortuuat'ly but too many 
specific instances of the delay we speak 
of. 
Two of these may be cited profitably. 
More than a year ago a San Francisco 
dentist named Chalfant killed a man 
in the Baldwin Hotel by shooting him. 
He 
has 
been 
in 
jail 
ever 
since, 
and a few days ago one of the San Fran­ 
cisco papers casually thought of the case, 
and reminded its readers that it had never 
been brought to trial. 
Another instance 
is th at of Kalloch, Jr. 
On the 23d of 
April he killed Charles De Young. 
It is 
now the middle of August, and there are 
as yet no indications that his trial is to be 
held at any given time. 
His counsel are 
continually pleading for delays and more 
delays. 
Every device is being resorted to 
for the purpose of postponing the examina­ 
tion of the case. 
In short the familiar 
methods are being employed, which have 
before proved so successful in defeating 
Justice. 
To remonstrance and protest, the 
lawyers who are active in obtaining these 
delays would doubtless reply that they 
were acting within their rights, that the 
laws gave them the opportunity to secure 
tuch postponements, aud th at they were 
doing no more than their duty in guarding 
the interests of their clients. 
But the fact 
remains th at Justice is defeated, th at the 
most atrocious crimes go unpunished, that 
the people are educated in the belief that 
the foulest murder may be committed with 
im punity, th at contempt for the law is in­ 
culcated, and that encouragement is given 
to the evilly-disposed, by these delays and 
judicial failures and farces. 


Aud whether the proceedings which re­ 
sult in such a nullification of law are cov­ 
ered by prescription or not, it is for the 
public to reflect upon the pernicious and 
demoralizing effects they produce. 
In all 
cases the effectiveness of punishment de­ 
pends upon its certainty, and next to its cer­ 
tainty, upon its swiftness. 
“ An imraedi- 
“ ate punishment ” saysBeccaria, “ is more 
“ useful, because the shorter the interval 
“ between the punishment and the crime, 
“ the stronger and more lasting will he 
“ the association of the two ideas of crime 
“ and punishment, so that they may he 
“ coincident, one as the cause, and the 
“ other as the unavoidable and necessary 
“ effect.” 
The tru th of this philosophy 
has been recognized by the most able 
jurists 
since 
Beccaria’s 
time, and in 
thoroughly organized societies it is steadily 
acted upon. 
We however have through 
general carelessness suffered procrastination 
in our weightiest criminal cases to grow 
into a custom, and one result is th at crimi­ 
nals are regarded as somehow entitled to a 
delay of severaí months between the com­ 
mission of the offense and the trial. 
The 
general consequences of this state of things 
are decidedly mischievous. 
The masses 
see that when men possessing rich and in­ 
fluential friends commit even the grossest 
violations of 
law, 
they are 
able to 
stave off trial for a long time, and then so 
to manipulate Hie surroundings that alight 
sentence or an acquittal is almost assured. 
And inevitably it comes to be believed 
th at the crimes which stand highest on the 
calendar are not really the most heinous. 
Swift justice may, perhaps, follow the 
wretch who snatches a purse in the street, 
or breaks into a house at night with felo­ 
nious purpose, but let some educated, well- 
clothed mail kill another with every cir­ 
cumstance of treachery and ferocity, and 
the victims blood may cry aloud to heaven 
for vengeance long enough without avail. 
Perhaps it is creditable to the ingenuity of 
criminal lawyers who thus avail themselves 
of legal methods to defeat justice and 
strike down the protection of innocence, 
but the result of their astuteness upon 
pablic morals and civilization is wholly 
evil, and their employment is, in fact, pre­ 
judicial to the best interests of the com­ 
monwealth. 
The continued failure of the 
apparently feeble and pithless efforts of 
the public prosecutors to procure the con­ 
viction and punishment of the most flag­ 
rant law-breakers can have but one issue. 
It familiarizes the public with the triumph 
of crime over law, and it conveys the lesson 
th at it is only necessary to violate the law 


w ith sufficient hardihood to be secure 
against punishment. 
“ So our decrees. 
Dead to infliction, to themselves are dead ; 
And liberty plucks justice by the nose.*** 


So loDg as this condition of things exists, 
it will be useless to expect a cessation of 
those crimes of violence which have been 
so frequent of late. 
It is a serious thing 
to say, but it is unhappily the truth, that 
murder is less likely to be adequately 
punished in California than forgery or 
embezzlement. 
Nor is it the least dan­ 
gerous symptom th at there seems to exist, 
even among the most intelligent and law- 
abiding, a sort of weak sentimentality* 
which shrinks from the application of 
capital penalties, and which appears inca­ 
pable of comprehending in one view the 
interests of society and the situation of the 
criminal. 
The circumstance th at sympa­ 
thy so commonly goes rather with the 
murderer than with the victim is in itself 
an evidence of demoralization, and the 
difficulty of obtaining a proper adminis­ 
tration of the law after a few months have 
elapsed is equally suggestive of a public 
indifference which when rightly viewed is 
nothing less than a sign of diminishing 
capacity for self-government. 
The axiom 
“ Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty” 
is in fact perpetually and universally true. 
This eternal vigilance is demanded not 
only as regards the preservation of free 
institutions, but as regards the advances 
from barbarism which mankind has made. 
Society must be resolute, clear-sighted, 
prompt, and vigilant in the maintenance 
of its conventions and ordinances, or it 
will fall a prey to its own tendencies toward 
disorganization. 
Above all it is necessary 
that the sanctity of human life should be 
preserved, for upon th at rests all real 
civilization. 
A community which wor­ 
ships wealth, which rewards intellectual 
force, which admires power of all kinds, 
yet which does not hold human life sacred, 
or avenge its destruction swiftly 
and 
sternly, is no better than a society of rob­ 
bers and assassins, bound together by ties 
of common plunder and self-interest, hut 
incapable of real progress or elevatioD. 
Prompt justice is the first requisite of ad­ 
vancing civilization. 
Chicanery and ju ­ 
dicial failure are the signs and symbols of 
social rottenness and decay. 
There is, 
however, hut one means of reforming the 
abuses now complained of, and that is 
through a regeneration of public opinion. 
It is possible for the people to insist upon 
the more speedy trials of murder cases, 
and to discourage the shameful procrasti­ 
nation which has been suffered to grow 
into a custom in these cases. 
If there is a 
general reluctance to apply capital penal­ 
ties it would be wise to amend the law, 
though at present the jury is empowered 
to fix the sentence. 
But anything is 
preferable to the insidious and sneaking 
devices through which the laws are made 
to defeat themselves, and a pretense of 
fair dealing is made to cover the most out­ 
rageous 
condonations 
of 
crime. 
The 
press may do much to stimulate sentiment 
on this subject, and to create a feeling un­ 
favorable to the postponement of murder 
trials, and we think it ought to interest it­ 
self in this question. 
Those who deplore 
the prevalence of crimes of violence, how­ 
ever, will do well to realize that the general 
tendency to forget even the worst offenses 
after a few days have passed, is a great 
incentive to the maneuvers which so fre­ 
quently baffle justice and bring the laws 
into contumely. 


A GOVERNMENT FOR 
ALASKA. 


SECRETARY 
SHERMAN 
ON 
THE 
NA­ 
TIONAL BANKS. 


Having been asked to contribute a paper 
on a financial topic, to be read at the 
Bankers’ Convention, Secretary Sherman 
prepared a letter in which he reviewed the 
history of the National Banking system in 
a very interesting and instructive manner. 
In view of the wild nonsense that has been 
and still is talked and written aliout the 
National Banks, this quiet statem ent of 
facts is seasonable. 
The Secretary has 
done well also in recalling to public recol­ 
lection the state of the currency which 
the National Banking system superseded, 
for if anything could convince the people 
th at the new methods are preferable to the 
old a description of the latter will do so. 
In the time referred to all the paper cur­ 
rency was issued by State Banks, aud one 
of the peculiarities resulting was that 
nobody 
could 
ever 
tell 
with 
any 
certainty 
w hat the 
currency he held 
was worth. 
There were all sorts of dis­ 
count on all sorts of paper. 
The money of 
one State was often not good in another. 
Exchange was high, risks were constant, 
and everybody was continually incurring 
losses through the failures of wild-cat 
banks whose notes had been scattered 
broadcast. 
Mr. Sherman gives a specimen 
of the old condition of things. 
He says : 
“ In 1837 the notes issued by the banks in 
“ the New England States were at a dis- 
“ count of from one to one and a half per 
“ cent. 
Those of Georgia were at a dis- 
“ count of three per cent, in January of 
“ that year, and at twelve per cent, in 
“ July. 
The notes of the Michigan banks 
“ varied in different periods in that year 
“ from two and a half to fifteen per cent. 
“ To the hanks of every State there was a 
“ different rate at different periods, and 
“ the country merchant who had bills 
“ to meet in New York could not tell be- 
“ fore he left home how much money 
“ would be required for the purpose ; nor 
“ could the mechanic, paid in such cur- 
“ rency, calculate in advance the ‘ shave ’ 
“ on his wages to which he would be sub­ 
je c t e d .” 
In fact confusion worse con­ 
founded reigned throughout the country, 
aud it was only through a timely executive 
order prohibiting the United States Treas­ 
ury from receiving any paper money, that 
the Government was saved from enormous 
losses when the inevitable crash 
came. 
The establishment of the National Banks 
did away with all this loss and confusion. 
I t gave the people 
a paper currency 
resting 
on 
Government securities, aud 
redeemable 
in. Treasury 
notes 
which 
through 
the 
resumption 
of 
specie 
payments 
have 
been 
raised 
to gold 
par. 
Through this banking system also 
the Government has 
been enabled 
to 
effect those trium phs of skillful finance, 
the funding operations, by which a saving 
of interest to the amount of §20,000,000 
a year 
hag 
been 
accomplished. 
The 
National Banks further afford a safe and 
trustw orthy gauge of the demand for cur­ 
rency, for their issues rise and fall only in 
response to the requirements of trade, and 
no pontieal speculations or fanciful theories 
interfere to disturb their balance. 
The 
elasticity of the system in this respect is 
one of 
its greatest advantages. 
W hen 
trade is brisk the National Banks increase 
their issues. 
In dull times they contract 
them. 
Their own interests guide their 
operations with certainty, and thus a suffi­ 
ciency of currency is alwayB available, 
aud undue inflation is avoided. 


The New York Tribune publishes au 
interesting letter from W alker Blaine, a 
son of Senator Blaine, on the need of some 
kind of government for Alaska. 
This 
need has been pointed out before, and the 
R eoord-U n io n has several times called at­ 
tention to it in the past, but nothing has 
yet been done to remedy the omission, and 
therefore it is necessary to urge the m atter 
further. 
Mr. Blaine says : “ I t is a most 
“ surprising fact that there are to-day 
“ only two laws in force in Alaska—one the 
“ revenue laws for the collection of custom 
“ dues and the prevention of smuggling, 
“ and the second prohibiting the importation 
“ of liquor into the Territory. 
There is no 
“ law in the Territory by which a debt 
“ may be collected, property attached, a 
“ thief arrested, a murderer punished, or 
“ a warrant issued. 
There is not & soldier, 
“ a sailor, or a law officer of the Govern- 
“ mcnt w ithin the Territorial borders. En- 
“ tcrprise stagnates in aconntry where thero 
“ arc no legal means for enforcing the pay- 
“ ment of money, and no lawful method 
“ for 
redressing 
wrongs 
to 
person 
“ or property. 
The Government gnaran- 
“ tees to its citizens free enjoyment of life 
“ and property, and leaves the guaran- 
“ teed security to depend upon the peace- 
“ able disposition of Indian tribes, and the 
“ honesty of the civilized inhabitants.” 
This is certainly an extraordinary state of 
affairs to exist in a Territory of the United 
States, and though it may bo alleged that 
the population of Alaska has hitherto been 
too sparse to warrant the establishment of 
a regular Territorial Government, it is evi­ 
dent that some steps ought to have been 
taken to secure the preservation of order, 
and to defend life and property. 
Mr. 
Blaine indeed points out that it would be 
quite sufficient if the Collector of Sitka 
was given some judicial and administrative 
powers, and if a small revenue cutter was 
placed at his disposal, to pursue and keep 
in order 
troublesome 
Indians. 
It ap­ 
pears th at there are in Alaska altogether 
something like 30,000 inhabitants, mostly 
Indians. 
Thus 
far 
very 
little 
com- 
m ery 
or 
industry 
has 
been 
de­ 
veloped 
there, 
but 
there 
are 
con­ 
siderable natural resources in the Ter- 
itory, and as the climate is really by no 
means so severe as has been commonly re­ 
ported, it cannot be doubted th at event­ 
ually it will secure a considerable popu­ 
lation and a fair share of trade. 
There 
are at least fifteen hundred white persons 
now living there, and they urgently need 
some kind of a government, even for business 
purposes. 
There is no need to go to any 
expense in the m atter, the few officials 
now compelled to live at Sitka beiug amply 
competent to attend to all the adm inistra­ 
tive and judicial business of the Territory, 
if they possessed the authority to act. 
It 
is to be hoped th at this m atter will not he 
neglected any longer by the Government, 
and sinoe it does not require an appropria­ 
tion of any consequence, there should be 
no opposition in Congress. 
In any event 
the U nited States are in duty bound to 
provide the government solicited, and ob­ 
jection* therefore are not in order. 


But for the help afforded by the Na­ 
tional Banks the public debt could not 
have been funded as it has been. 
They 
have materially assisted the Government 
also in effecting the resumption of specie 
payments, and the only point in which 
they have thus far failed to meet expecta­ 
tion is in the accumulation of those coin 
reserves which it was hoped they would 
be in a position to effect, thus distributing 
the specie basis through the country, and 
relieving the United States Treasury to a 
great extent. 
As regards the interest 
paid on the bonds on deposit as security 
for their issues, and which is one of the 
favorite points of attack by the fiat-money 
folks, it is sufficient to say th at this 
is much more than offset by the saving 
of interest consequent upon refunding, for 
the success of which operations the credit 
must be largely given to the banks. Thoso 
who clamor for the substitution of treas­ 
ury notes for national hank issues do not 
appear to realize th at if the Government 
issued the whole currency of the country 
it would be compelled to keep in reserve 
from $230,000,000 to §300,000,000 in coin, 
and that the interest on this reserve fund 
would be from §10,000,000 to .$12,000,000 
annually, at four per cent. 
It follows 
therefore th at no saving would be effected 
by the proposed change, while on the 
other hand the whole burden of main­ 
taining 
the 
stability 
of 
the currency 
would be thrown upon the Government, 
at once enhancing the risks of financial 
crises, 
and 
enormously increasing the 
work of the Treasury Department, and its 
expenses. 
But the tru th is that those who 
denounce the National Banking system do 
not really desire th at the Government 
should issue the only money. 
It has been 
sufficiently demonstrated th at the ulterior 
purpose of the raid on the National Banks 
is to secure the repeal of that clause in the 
U nited States statutes which prohibits the 
issue of Stato bank currencies. The South 
has long wanted a restoration of the old 
State 
wildcat 
hanking system, and a 
similar desire exists in some parts of 
the 
W est. 
Greedy 
speculators 
and 
broken - down 
financiers 
would 
like 
to 
revive 
the 
condition 
of 
things 
which existed in 1837 and previously. The 
end of course would he such another col­ 
lapse as occurred thon. 
Meantime the 
National Banking system has given the 
country the best currency and general 
banking facilities it has ever enjoyed, and 
has enabled the Government to reduce the 
burden of the public debt as it could not 
have done w ithout such aid. 
It would 
be impossible to refund any more of the 
debt if the Government issued the only 
currency, moreover, and th at of itself is a 
sufficient reason for maintaining the pres­ 
ent system until at least, as Seoretary 
Sherman says, “ a better one can be de- 
“ vised to take its place.” 


contemporary th at we do not hesitate to 
reproduce them.

It is notorious th at Car­ 
penter was and is extremely popular in 
his party, and th at he made every effort of 
which he was capable to beat “ liis friend" 
Page. 
But to resume our quotation : “ In 
“ 1879 there were again three candidates, 
“ with this result: Page, 19,386; Clunie 
“ (Dem.), 12,847; Williams (W. P. C.), 
“ 5, 139; Page over all, 1,400.” 
We havo 
cheerfully reproduced tkeBe figures, be­ 
cause they show, in the most conclusive 
manner, that Page has been more than a 
match for all the combinations that could 
be formed against him, every time he has 
been a candidate. 
The Democrats have 
tried him in a square fight tw'ice, and twice 
they have been beaten. 
On two other 
occasions they have divided their forces. 
On one at least they drew’ some strength 
from the Republicans by a third-party 
movement.

figures go to show that 20,000 Repub­ 
licans and 15,000 Democrats is about the 
natural division of party strength in the 
District, for whoever will take the trouble 
to examine the third-party vote will per­ 
ceive that when properly distributed among 
the old parties they leave the aggegate just 
w hat we have said. 
Thus in 1879 the 
W orkingmen’s candidate, Williams, polled 
5,139 votes; 
Page having 19,386, and 
Clunie 12,847. 
I t is here plain enough 
th at Williams drew aboCtt 1,500 from Page, 
and 3.500 from Clunie, and it follows that 
if Clunie had been Paco’s only competitor, 
the latter would have beaten him as easily 
as in 1877 he heat Carpenter. 
W e thank 
tiie Chronicle for its figures, for though 
they were no doubt printed out of hearty 
malice towards Page, they come seasonably 
to convince Republicans throughout the 
Second District that their candidate has 
every prospect of being elected, since they 
demonstrate the fact that there are not 
Democratic votes enough in the district to 
beat him, whether they call themselves 
Democrats, or Greenbackers, or W orking­ 
men, or anything else. 


THE PRINCIPLES OF LEE AND JACKSON. 


W hen Wade Hampton told the people 
of Virginia that the issues of this campaign 
were “ the principles Lee and Jackson 
“ fought for during four years,” he no doubt 
understood Ii í b audience, and knew what 
sentim ent would move them. 
It is true 
th at the spectacle of a Union General at 
the head of a party contending for Lee and 
Jackson’s principles is a rather odd one, 
and calculated to give pause to simple 
men who do not understand subtleties. 
Precisely what General Hancock has to do 
with the principles for which Lee and 
Jackson fought is a question which may 
harass and perplex him at some future 
time. 
It is, however, very clear th at the 
Southern people have by no means aban­ 
doned those principles, and it would seem 
to follow th at they oount upon General 
Hancock’s surrender of his distinctive views 
upon national issues. 
The idea which the 
Democracy would like to prevail, namely, 
th at General Hancock’s Unionism has been 
adopted by his party, unfortunately re­ 
ceives its quietus at the hands of Wade 
Hampton. 
No doubt he spoke for South­ 
ern ears alone, but in these days of short­ 
hand reporting and telegraphing there is 
no such thing as secrecy possible, and so 
his words return to plague his Northern 
colleagues, and to expose the real signifi­ 
cance of their policy. 
W ade Hampton is 
a man of character, and when he says that 
the South is still fighting for the principles 
of Lee and Jackson, we are compelled to 
believe him. 
He is a representative South­ 
erner moreover, and speaks with authority. 
But if the South is still lighting tor those 
principles it follows that the N orth must 
continue to fight against them, tor the 
principles of Lee and Jackson can never be 
accepted north of Maaon aud Dixon's line 
while the power which crushed the rebell­ 
ion remains unbroken. 
W ade Hampton 
no doubt spoke the truth, but if his words 
were calculated to rouse Virginia to action, 
they are not less calculated to consolidate 
the North against Hancock and all he 
stands for.

The San Francisco Chronicle undertakes 
to throw cold w ater on the renomination 
of Mr. Page, and in a labored effort to 
prove th at he is not a strong candidate 
brings forward the best possible reasons for 
anticipating his trium phant election. 
So 
convincing are the adverse figures of our 


There seems every reason to believe that 
the census of the Southern States will have 
to be taken again. 
The proofs of fraud in 
the enumeration are so numerous th at the 
Census Bureau cannot possibly accept the 
returns. 
The most astonishing increase of 
population is ascribed to States and dis­ 
tricts which have been notoriously stagnant 
or declining during the past ten years. 
Take, for example, the case of Virginia. 
From 1800 to 1870 the gain of population 
in th at State was 423,565, that ia, in 
seventy years. 
It is well known that the 
fertility of Virginia has long since been 
exhausted by the cultivation of tobacco. 
There has been no immigration thither 
since the close of the rebellion. 
Y et ac­ 
cording to the recent enumeration it has 
gained 374,837 during the last ten years, 
which is to say that the population of this 
decaying and 
unprosperons 
State 
has 
increased 
faster 
than 
th at of 
Min­ 
nesota and Nebraska, which are young 
States, offering every attraction to the im­ 
migrant. The facts relating to Virginia relate 
also to the whole South. 
W e know that 
there has been an exodus of negroes from 
several of those States, but assuredly there 
has been no immigration of other settlers 
during the past decade. 
They have all 
been in a comatose state, the possibility of 
returning prosperity being in all of them 
seriously hampered by the unstable condi­ 


tion of their politics, by their obstinate 
clinging to barbarism, by their w ant of en­ 
terprise aud industry, and by their reckless 
indulgence in sectional animosity. 
In fact 
the South has done all it could have done 
to exclude settlem ent and to prevent itself 
from being restored to prosperity, and it 
has succeeded only too well in this policy. 
Nevertheless the country is asked to be­ 
lieve th at in this period of stagnation and 
torpor 
seven of the Southern States, 
uami-Iy, Arkansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Missouri, Texas, Virginia and Delaware, 
have made an aggregate gain of 2,756,882, 
or an average increase of nearly 43 per 
cent, since the 
census 
of 
1S70 was 
taken. 
The Courier-Journal, commenting 
on these assertions, observes that the coun­ 
try will be surprised to learn how the 
South has gained. 
The country would 
havo been more surprised had not Mr. 
W atterson’s paper revealed the true in­ 
wardness of the new 
enumeration hy 
stating th at “ there were probably many 
“ mistakes committed in the enumeration 
“ of 1870 in the South, as the enumerators 
“ there then were generally of a lower or- 
“ der of intelligence than those now em- 
“ ployed, and they were susceptible to the 
“ political influence which desired the Con­ 
g ressio n al representation from that sec- 
"tio n to be kept at its lowest figure.” 
The unavoidable inference from this is that 
this year the enumerators were choscu 
with a special view to corrcctiug the al­ 
leged errors of the last canvass, and that 
consequently the representation has been 
put at its highest figure. 
This is no doubt 
the truth, aud indeed many facts point to 
it as being so. 
I t is not to be supposed, 
however, that the North will tamely sub­ 
m it to he cheated out of its proper repre­ 
sentation by such fraudulent methods, and 
no doubt the head of the Census Bureau 
will know how to protect the integrity of 
the enumeration. 


SPEECH 
OF 
EX - GOVERNOR 
LELAND 
STANFORD. 


RAILROADS 
AND FOOD 
SUPPLIES. 


Mr. Edward Atkinson has a very inter­ 
esting and suggestive paper in the last 
number of the Fortni'jhtly Review on the 
effects of the railroads of the United States 
upon farming in this country and Great 
Britain. 
He shows how the recent growth 
of the W estern railroad system, and the 
coincident development of the great W est­ 
ern grain and stock products, have gra­ 
dually compelled corresponding changes in 
the agriculture of New Eugland and the 
Eastern States. 
How the steadily growing 
economy 
of 
transportation has forced 
the supplanted States to adopt a more 
varied line of production. 
How they' have 
abandoned corn and stock, aud taken to 
raising vegetables, fruits, dairy products, 
poultry', etc. 
And how the condition of 
the Eastern farmer has been greatly im­ 
proved by these changes so forced upon 
him, which he never would have made if 
left to himself, and which he at first 
thought would result in his ruin. 
B ut the 
chief interest of Mr. Atkinson’s exhibits 
lies in the fact th at the same arguments 
apply with equal force to the farmer on 
the other side of the A tlantic. Old England 
is in the same category with New Eugland, 
in fact. 
The great N orthw est has already 
supplanted her in the production of grain 
and the raising of stock, aud the growing 
economy of transportation has done the 
rest. 
W heat can now be laid down at 
Liverpool from the far W est at prices with 
which the British farmer is unable to com­ 
pete. 
Cattle can be transported a3 far, 
either in the hoof or in the form of frozen 
meat, 
and 
again 
defy 
competition. 
And 
it is 
impossible that this 
state 
of 
thiDgs 
should 
be 
overcome 
by 
the English farmer and stock-raiscr. 
The 
question of the different tenure of land in 
the two countries is of itself sufficient to 
determine the odds against England, but 
the extent of territory available in the 
W est, and the consequent magnitude of the 
operations engaged in, constitute equally 
im portaut factors, aud render it impos­ 
sible that any readjustm ent of the balance 
should be effected. 
Mr. Atkinson is there­ 
fore no doubt right in predicting that the 
English farmers will have to follow the ex­ 
ample of the New England agriculturists, 
abandon wheat and stock-raising and turn 
their attention to dairy products, vegeta­ 
bles, fruit, etc., which afford better re­ 
turns, and in the cultivation of which dis­ 
tance is a fatal handicap to success. 
This 
change of occupations, however, cannot be 
effected until a radical alteration in the 
land tenure of England has taken place. 
It is necessary for success in the pursuits 
named that the cultivators should own the 
land, as they do in the Eastern States of the 
Union for the greater part. 
I t is that 
ownership of the soil which has there 
made success possible, and this must he 
equally a condition of any prosperous un­ 
dertaking in the same direction. 
The 
certainty that the W estern States of this 
continent must hereafter, for some time at 
least, furnish a very large proportion of 
the world’s supply of bread and meat, 
seems indeed established, and the only 
thing to be done is for the nations which 
find their occupations gone to accept the 
situation, and betake themselves to avoca­ 
tions which are still remunerative. 
I t is 
also interesting to note th at this portentous 
change could not have been brought about 
in several centuries hut for the almost 
magical extension of 
railroad facilities 
throughout the W est. 
To those railroads 
the W estern producers owe all their pros­ 
perity, the Eastern producers owe their 
increased success in altered cultivation, 
and it is due to them also that the food 
supply of the world is so rapidly falling 
into the hands of America. 


W h a t D io g o se s w a s A f t e r .—A strik­ 
ing instance of how7 easily epigrams lend 
themselves to misquotation is afforded by 
a famous anecdote of Diogones. 
Laertins 
relates, in his 
life of the cynic, that 
he took a lamp in broad daylight and 
began 
peering 
anxiously 
through the 
streets of Athens as though in search of 
something very valuable. 
W hen asked 
w hat he was seeking, the reply as ordina­ 
rily quoted, i s : 
“ I am looking for an 
honest m an ; ” but the real answer, as 
given by the biographer, is simply : 
“ I 
am looking for a man "—anthropon zato. 
The cynic had temporarily abandoned his 
tub “ to see a man. ” 
He was not looking 
for an honest man, but for a man in whom 
honesty, along with other qualities, csuld 
be found. 
Honesty was not w hat Diogo­ 
nes was in search of. 
It was clean hands. 
Clean hands in m atters of money among 
the young ought to be an indispensable 
qualiticat on of gentlemanliness. 
No man 
that borrows and does not care whether he 
pays or not, is a gentleman, no m atter 
how w itty, or gay, or fine he may be. 
To 
speak good, plain English, the man who 
dresses himself at another’s expense, know­ 
ing not how to pay, nor caring whether 
he pays or not, is a genteel scoundrel. 


Delivered a t th e Celebration oT American 
Independence 
by th e 
American 
Residents of London. 
The following able, highly practical and 
suggestive speech was delivered by «-G ov­ 
ernor Leland Stanford at a banquet given in 
celebration of the one hundred and fourth 
anniversary of Ameriten icdeiiendence by 
the American residente of London, Eugland. 
Mr. Stanford epoke as follows : 
Mr. Chairman and fellow-countrymen : It 
seems easy to predict that our commercial 
prospects are bright, situated as our country 
is between two grea: oceans, which are high­ 
ways to all parts of the civilized world, with 
lines of railroad cormnuni :ation crossing our 
continent at rates so low that there is .cárcely 
a product of the field, of the mine or of the 
manuf ictorv which cannot be transported to 
a market. 
But to forecast our future com­ 
mercial and manufacturing interests would 
be to foretell the future of civilization. 
The 
resources of our country now teem w ail-nigh 
unbounded, yet how far these resources may 
be developed and availed of is aim st entirely 
a question of intelligence, not for our people 
aioae, but for all tie civilized world with 
whom we u ay have desire to have dealings. 
Tiie more prosperous the people of other 
eonv.ries are the more able a. d ready they 
will be to make exchanges with us. 
Man, iu his savage state, finds iiis chief oc- 
cunation in providing for the nece-sariesof life. 
As he emerges from the st ige of utter 
ignorance, as his intelligence increases, new 
wants arrive, gradually embracing the com­ 
forts, the elegancies, the luxuries, and the 
splendors of life. [Hear, hear.] 
Knowledge 
is the Alladin’e lamp ; with kuowledge conies 
new necessities, aud with new necessities the 
ability to support them. [Hear, bear.] Man, 
iu a more civilized condition, has more wants, 
is more industrious; the savage has few 
wants, because he has so little knowledge, 
ajid he is au idler. By civilization our taste» 
are multiplied, and our capacities multiply 
with our tastes. 
Demand and production 
walk band iu hand, and this correspond 
ence of demand and 
production clearly 
shows that the danger of over-supply is 
not to h-j dreaded. Commerce is the daughter 
and the hand-maid of civilization, brem of 
civilization, and attending upon it. 
The pur­ 
suit of commerce demands integrity of char 
acter, honesty of purpose, and is ever against 
the barbarism of aggressive war. 
It ever 
the standing armies of the world be dis­ 
banded, 
aud if the men 
who 
compose 
them, instead of beiug consumers and consti­ 
tuting a blight upon the body politic, became 
producers, it will be because commerce has 
broken down the artificial barriers that sepa­ 
rate peoples, thus makii g them, in fact, close 
neighbors in the community of interest, and 
effectually forbidding cruel and unjust wars. 
The telegraph has made of the whole civil­ 
ized world one great neighborhood. 
Any 
idea 
worth 
att. nti m 
or 
development 
spreads throughout the earth between sun­ 
rise 
and sunset, 
and becomes common 
property all over the world, in one day. The 
newspaper, that great modern educator of the 
people, insures a general intelligence by the 
attrition of one mind upon another, similar 
to that which the individual obtains in 
traveling through many countries. The ques­ 
tion of what are the interests of the peopie is 
Ven r by year better and better understood ; 
»1bo a more general elevation of the masses, 
and, in consequence, a wirer ju Lrnrnt and a 
more certain control of the policy cf govern­ 
ment by the people. The sense of justice 
goes far with an intelligent people to control 
their ac'ions. and perhaps than semimeut 
may be relied upon, when civilization has 
progressed, to regulate the intercourse of na­ 
tions; but the civil zation of the present day 
is scarcely sufficient for such reliance, aud we 
must, as yet, rest mainly ujion the surer 
principle of self-interest. 
[Hear, hear.] 
Evidently the chief factor in our commer­ 
cial prosperity is labor-etvirg machinery. 
Manufacture is no longer a Question of num­ 
bers aud of muscle ; wh n such was the case, 
commercial supremacy reverted to the coun­ 
try where muscle was the cheapest. 
Now 
one man, by placing his hand upon a lever, 
can effect a result greater than that which 
was only to be obtained by the labor of a 
thousand. 
In short, our future commercial 
prospects must be de'ermined bv education 
developing-the power of miud over m atter. 
The reduction in our rates of transport is 
a feature of our commercial status which 
may well attract attention. 
As an instance, 
I may remark that flour, which, within my 
own experience, could only be conveyed from 
Buffalo to New York at the cost of 75 cents 
per barrel, tiow goes from Chicago to Liver 
pool for nearly the same price. 
And our 
facilities for disposing of our products are as 
great as our facilities for transporting them. 
There is of course not a market in the civil­ 
ized world not open lo ■ ir people for pur­ 
chase as well as for sale. 
[“ Hear, hear,’ 
and “ Very good.”] But while our products, 
through cheap transportation, are brought 
closer to our customers, we must not forget 
that the more populous countries, with their 
advantages of contiguity of numbers, are en­ 
joying a like cheapness of transportation and 
consequent power of competition. 
Not the least advantage which America 
enjoys in her commercial prospects is her 
position almost midway between the two 
great continents of Europe and Asia. 
Flour 
goes East to one land, and West to the other. 
We are accustomed to looking to Europeans 
as our main customers, hut from the shores 
of the Pacific American eyes are often turned 
towards the farther shore, wlrere within four­ 
teen days from San Francisco, flourishes 
Japan with forty millions of inhabitants, and 
a few days beyond stands Chiu», with four 
hundred millions of population. The civili­ 
zation of these lands was old w hen ours began, 
and its effects are plainly traceable in their 
people to-day. 
They have wonderful ca­ 
pacity, aud within fifty years, with their con­ 
stantly increasing knowledge, they may tie 
expected to have tiie satire importance in the 
commercial world as would a like number of 
Eurnpeaus and Americans. 
We have good cause to entertain bright 
hopes for the future comwe; ce of America. 
W ith alwost every known product in cuki 
vation on our soil, with a range cf climate 
extending from the semi tropical to the frigid 
zone, we are inventing and applying pro­ 
cesses which are opening up new prospects in 
trade. Thus, to name but one modern pro­ 
cess, there is the canning of fruit, iu which 
6uch important operations are now done. We 
are learning to convey quantities of fruit in 
cars and steamships at a temperature insur­ 
ing their preservation for almost any dis­ 
tance. 
Our resources in respect to the pro­ 
ducts of the earth are almost limitless, and 
gradually, as time and space are obliterated, 
and science comes in, teaching us how to 
utilize these products, our markets, ever full 
with our apparently inexhaustible supplies, 
will cater to tho w’orld. 
I am hopeful for the future of America; I 
am hopeful for general civilization ; I am 
confident that progress wiil lie made in the 
art of government; I am satisfied that our 
fathers, in making the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. laid down the true principles, and 
the only correct ones, of national policy. At 
the basis of our Government are the rights of 
man. 
Governments before had been founded 
by force aDd maintained by force; ours is 
presided over by the vittue and intelligence 
of the people. 
Sometimes Americans are 
apprehensive that tiie power of the majority 
must necessary end in absolutism, since the 
majority makes and construes laws, and ap­ 
point the officers to administer those laws. 
But to me there seems little danger of any 
such result, as in our scheme of governing 
the majority so frequently changes; and, 
moreover, the latter can make no law for 
the minority which íb not equally applicable 
to themselves. 
Therefore, if the sense of 
justice is not strong enough to prevent abso­ 
lutism, am intelligent appreciation among the 
people of its own interests must prove amply 
sufficient for the protection of all. 


The Murchie mine, Nevada City, is 
moving its machinery to the new shaft now 
being sunk. 
The location is about 500 feet 
west of the old incline, and the shaft is 
down to the 200-foot level. A drain tunnel 
is also being run to tap the new shaft at 
the 200-foot level, a distance of 450 feet. 
W hen about 380 feet of the tunnel bad 
been run, a fine five-foot ledge of ore was 
struck. 
The ledge was also struck in the 
shaft, a short distance above the _00-toot 
level. A tine 30-stamp mill is to he erected 
close to the hoisting works, so that- the ore 
can be eonveyed to the mill through a chute 
from the shaft, thus saving the cost and 
time of running it on cars over the tramw ay 
a distance of 550 feet. Ten stamps are now 
being run, and the mill is furnished with 
eight of Frue’s concentrators. 
The sul- 
phurets average 3j pet cent., or about IV 
tons to 20 tons of ore.

T h e C o n d itio n o f T h in g s a t t h e B ra n c h 
P r is o n .—Several buggy loads of citizens of 
Folsom and attaches of the Branch Prison 
came down Thursday night to attend the 
mass meeting. 
In conversation with one of 
the officers it was learned that there are now 
at the penitentiary 44 prisoners, and that 
contrary to expectation not one of them has 
been sick since his arrival, nor has any one 
of tin m shown any symptoms of ague, though 
they have been there about a month. 
On 
the contrary, all have improved in health. 
Some of the men came from San Quentin 
badly afflicted with catarrh, and they are now 
completely cured and without the aid of med­ 
icine. 
Others had bronchial troubles, which, 
since their arrival in the hills, have entirely 
disappeared, and the men are in better healtn 
than ever before. 
Oce man when brought 
there was not expected to live a month, and 
■was barely able to get about. 
He has en­ 
tirely recovered, and works with the best of 
them now. 
None of the officers have been 
sick or shown any symptoms of ague. 
Some 
of the prisoners declare they would com 
mit 
suicide 
rather 
than 
he 
returned 
to 
San 
Quentin. 
They 
all work will- 
lingly and hard, and 
are now engaged 
in clearing the brush from the hillside. 
The 
officers have work for fully 100 men and ex­ 
pect a new hatch from San Quentin very 
soon. 
They are prepared to accommodate 
1,200 prisoners. 
What a longer residence 
may de velop the officers cannot tell, but thus 
far the physical condition of every man in 
the grounds has improved. 
That workmen 
in building the prison had the ague they 
account for by the fact that during the con­ 
struction the earth was being constantly 
turned up, and no drainage. 
As to the place 
being loueiy and gloomy the officer ques­ 
tioned replied that on the contrary there 
were visitors every day to break the monotony 
ami plenty of work to employ all hands, and 
hence they had not felt in ' the slightest de­ 
gree any lonesomeness, and as for the gloom 
of the canyon he says that is the result only 
of a fitst view-, hut that a brief residence and 
familiarity with the scenery makes it attrac­ 
tive rather than forbidding.

Stanley died on the morning of Fri­ 
day.

How to Avoid I t —R ecom m endations o f th e 
B oard of H ealth. 
The Board cf Health, from the office of 
its Secretary, Dr. F. W. Hatch, in this city, 
fas issued a circular to the public upon the 
subject of smali-pox, in which it says that 
“ it htt3 been recognized as a part of the his­ 
tory of tmall-pox that it occurs at certain in­ 
tervals, at periods not absolutely accurate or 
well defined, indeed, but sufficieutly distinct 
to attract attention. 
During the prevalence 
of an epidemic of small pox almost every 
one, under the influence of fear or by force 
of muuicipal law, is sooner or later subjected 
to vaccination, and upon many of those pre- 
viou.-ly vaccinated the operation is repeated. 
Duly 
the 
unprotected 
are 
attacked, 
and the epidemic dies out at length tor 
want of fuel. 
A period of rest ensues, during 
which a certain proportion of adults who 
have been vaccinated in youth acquire re­ 
newed susceptibility, and others have been 
gradually but continuously addel to the imp­ 
utation by birth or immigration who have 
never had the disease nor been vaccinated. 
The fertility of tile soil is renewed, ready for 
the reception and propagation of the germs 
whenever accidently intr nluced. 
VVein Cal­ 
ifornia have passed through one of these pe­ 
riods of rest. 
Numbers have been added to 
he population of both city and country, and 
inasmuch as where there is no cause for 
a l a r m the duty of vaccination is likely to be 
postponed, many of these are now unprotect­ 
ed ; new material available for the disease 
has sjirung up.” 
The Board then urges all who have not 
been vaccinated, and all who have not been 
vaccinated for a long period, to be vaccin­ 
ate! at this time, as there is reason to believe 
another sm allpox period is at hand. 
The 
Board calls esoecial attention to these points 
to be observed, that vaccination may be effi­ 
cacious : 
1. The virus used should be of known 
purity. 
Self-vaccination, or vaccination per- 
iorined by unprofessional friends, unqualified 
to distinguish the true sore from that which 
is spurious, affords but slight protection. 
It 
is to this cause that so uiauy reputed failures 
in the consecutive influence of vaccination 
are to be attributed. 
2. Revacciuation during the prevalence 
of an epidemic, or after the lapse of eight or 
ten years from the primary operation, is nee 
essary. 
A scar upon the arm, the result of a 
previous vaccination, affords no certain evi­ 
dence that the protective influence is cot lost. 
3. V irus obtained from the arms of re vac­ 
illated persons should never be employed. 
4. It is pretty certain that only one disease 
ever has been introduced by vac iination, and 
with ordinary rare this is impossible. 
It is 
better to avoid virus taken from adults. 
5. Tli3 dangers attributable to the opera­ 
tion itself are too light to weigh against its 
positive benefits. 
It has been estimated 
that one serious accident may occur in one 
case in 100,000— certainly uot more frequently 
than would be expected from any similar 
wound or abrasion of the skin. 
G No so-called vaccination which does not 
result in what Í3 known as a characteri- tic 
sore vesicle, pursuing regular changes or 
periods of development, is safely to be relied 
u ion. 
There is no other method than that 
universally adopted of making the insertion 
upon the abraded skin or beneath the skin of 
some portion of the body, which can, with 
any degree of safety, be relied upon. 
7. A certain more or less definite time 
intervenes between the recejition of the con­ 
tagion and its manifestation in the body of 
the individual affected, during which certain 
processes are going on in the system which 
are somehow preuaratory to the developmt nt 
of the disease. 
Iu emall-pox this period may 
be stated in a general way to be twelve days 
for the beginning of fever, or fourteen for 
that of the eruption; in the vaccine disease 
or cow-pox it is three or four, and such is the 
protective or antagonistic power of the latter 
that if its virus or contagion be inserted even 
after the exposure to small-p jx, its shorter 
incubative period enables it to anticipate the 
other, and, if it do not altogether prevent it, 
to induce such a deviati u from its regular 
course as to essentially modify it and deprive 
it of its create t rlaut er. 
8. Bovine virus, or that taken directly 
from the cow, is fashionable, and iir conse­ 
quence of the excellent arrangements which 
have been made by different parties, it can 
at ail times he obtained fresh and pure. 
it 
is reliable, and is to be recommended. 
Yet 
there is strong rea- in to believe, and such is 
the opinion of the highest authorities on this 
subj-ct, that humanized viruB, obtained from 
the arm of a healthy child, loses none of its 
protective ifficacy even when propagated 
through generations. 


N ew F r e i g h t D e p o t.—The r.ew freight 
depot was yesterday being given its first coat 
of paint—a light drab, which looks very neat. 
The whole inside is receiving 3 coat also of 
Paris whiting, which gives the interior a 
light and finished appearance. 
The business 
of receiving and handling freight will be 
transferred to the new building in about a 
week. 
The old shed will then be torn down 
a- far south as the old freight office, and the 
extension of the new building to that point 
carried forward. 
The new office for head­ 
quarters and the clerical force, at the foot of

The officers told the pris­ 
oners to go ahead and eat their soup, and 
they would wait for them. 
W hile they were 
waiting for this humane purpose, a signal 
whistle was board in the bush, and the 
officers answered it. 
The hiding tramps, sup­ 
posing it was a reply from one of their own 
number, and that it indicated that the 
■ ■fficers bad left, two more came in and were 
at once caught by the officeis and added to 
their -quad. 
Soon after another one, who 
had been off some distance with a sec­ 
ond five-gallon can to bring water fir the 
party, and who had no knowledge of the 
transformation in their affairs, came up in a 
soliloquizing, thoughtful mode and got to the 
camp-fire before he noticed any one was 
there but their own select number, and he 
was added to the number on hand.

As illustrative of this, I, as District Attor­ 
ney of this county, forward per next steamer 
to our mutual friend Judge Ames, at San 
Q ;entin, five of these hostages of our General 
Government, convicted of 
burglary 
ar d 
larceny. 
1 have also in the County Jail t wo 
others serving out sentences for petit larceny. 
In all these cases the prisoners as.-igned as a 
reason to the Court why sentence should not 
he pronounced against them that they were 
‘ hungry.’ They pay no taxes, yet they occu­ 
py cur Courts and till our pri-ous to an ex­ 
tent that is absolutely oppressive to our tax­ 
paying 
citizens.

are not nomadic, have not been warlike, and 
by the whites have been pushed from pillar 
to post until now they have no place or means 
of living, and must starve or forcibly seize 
on food.

C a r p C u l t u r e — A C o r r e s p o n d e n c e . — 
George Moshier of Stockton addressed Levi 
Davis of Forestville, Sonoma county, Cal., 
the well-known carp culturist, recently, 
asking him several questions. 
W e publish 
the letter and Mr. Davis’reply, as embody­ 
ing facts of interest to carp culturists: 
S to c k to n , J u ly 29, 1SS0. 
Levi Davie—Dear Sir : W ill you please 
answer the following questions, aud make 
such additional rem arks as you may deem 
necessary to a s is t any one in the culture 
-of the carp. 
You are thoroughly and by 
experience posted oil the culture of carp. 
Therefore I will have to impose upon your 
kindnesB to give me some general informa­ 
tion upon the subject. 
I lost twelve of the 
fish received from you before 1 got to the 
city, but the remainder are doing nicely. 
They have span ned, and from the appear­ 
ance of the small fry they are quite numer­ 
ous : 
1. How often ought they to be fed ? 
2. W hat Mould be the best food and the 
-different kinds ? 
3. Are vegetables good for them ? 
4. Is tracked wheat or the screenings fit 
for their food, and if so, how would you 
feed it to them ? 
5. W’hat kind of carp is mostly raised ? 
tí. How ofteu do the fish spawn ? 
7. Is there any danger of the old fish 
molesting or eating the spawn of the 
younger ihh, or must they be separated and 
put in different ponds? 
G e o r g e M o s h i e r . 
Mr. Davis replies as follows: “ I have 
ju st returned home Irom a camping tour in 
Mendocino couuty, «here game aud fish 
aud berrie3 of all kinds were plenty aud to 
spare. 
I presume that there is as good 
trout-fishing in tie streams up there as cau 
be found anywhere. 
A Mr. Miner told me 
that he took over 400 trout on the 4tii of 
■Tuly with hook and line. 
That is hard to 
beat, and I think that I can show the best 
buck-tail you ever saw, the tail and tallow 
on it weighing one and one-half pounds 
after being dried. 
I found several letters 
awaiting my answer, yours among them. 
I am sorry for your loss of the carp, but 
attribute it to your mismanagement in 
some wayr. as I have shipped them to Ore­ 
gon and Nevada and all over this State, 
and have not lost a greater number. I feel 
proud of your success with the remainder. 
You have plenty of fi-h left, and the next 
thing will be to know where to find room 
for them. 
I will copy a short article taken 
from the Germantown Teleijraph of July 
8th. 
The writer says to the editor : 
‘ Your article in last week’s paper regard­ 
ing the carp induces me to give you a^ 
translation 
from a German periodical, 
which says : One of the largest female 
carp was found dead in the outer basin of 
the Berlin fish exhibition, and owing to its 
enormous size was opened and weighed. 
Its weight was 23 pounds, of which 12 
pounds were roe. 
By calculation, after 
weighing a portion of the roe and counting 
the same, there were 8,760,000 eggs.’ Ju st 
think of that. 
I remember your astonish­ 
m ent when I told you that you might 
count on 1,000 or 1,500 from one female 
■Jsh. 
I now want a pond of 50 or 100 acres, 
ind will have it very soon, too. 
But to 
■your questions : 
First—I might answer 
his by asking you how oft' n |,o u or your 
oorse or stock should be fell t I presume 
■ hey want to eat at least twice each day, 
is 1 see them feeding evening and morn­ 
ing. 
But to save time and trouble you 
m ay give them enough at one time to last 
them as long as the food will keep good, 
never giving enough to sour the water or 
create gases. 
The next three questions I 
will answer as one : The carp liken, above 
all things else, vegetable matter, snch as 
cabbage, lettuce, potatoes, turnips, pump­ 
kins, melons, the refuse of malt from 
breweries and distilleries, the refuse of the 
kitchen and stable, chopped grain of any 
kind, and, in fact, almost anything that a 
pig will eat. 
All hard substances should 
•x! boiled. 
I prefer feeding at night. 
Fifth—Our carp is wltat is caRed the scale 
carp, and were brought from Uhinefeldt, 
Holstein.

E x c e l l e n t R u l e s .—The following reso­ 
lutions have been adopted by the State 
Board of Agriculture : 
Rrtolsed, That In all trotting and pacing races, 
and all running races, drivers and riders snail tie 
neatly clad, aud appear u p 'ii the track in aniwrel 
unobjectionable to th e judge*. 
That in running 
and trotting and pw ing races drivers and riders 
shall wear caps and jackets ot distinctive colors, cap 
and jacket to be of like color. 
Rai ilvrd, That th e Sujierintendent of th e park 
procure one dozen caps and knit jackets, of dis­ 
tinctive color, for the use of drivers in trotting 
races, the sam e to he kept in the Secretary’9 office 
at the park, and taken therefrom and returned 
thereto daily after use by *u It drivers as do not fur­ 
nish their own jackets and caps, or those not of 
proper color. 
Retolied, That the names of all ractng to rses— 
trotting, pacing and running—be plainly displaced 
over the door of th e box or stall of each of sueli 
horses. 
A large blackboard will show the name 
of each horse in the race, his position in 
each heat, and the color of the driver’s cap 
and jacket. 
It will be so large that the 
letters can be seen from all parts of the 
stand. 
The board will be set between tall 
standards, and 
lifted 
in 
grooves by 
weights. 
These rules were made in re­ 
sponse to popular demand as reflected 
largely through the columns of this de­ 
partm ent.

The following is from the San Francisco 
Bulletin of August 9th : 
We published last Monday an account of 
a funeral service in the chapel of the State 
Prison, which was held the previous day, 
over the remains of a young man named 
Ilolt, who had died in the prison hospital 
a day or two before. 
The sequel to that 
event is one of exceeding sadness. 
The 
mother of the young man, an aged woman, 
bowed with the weight of years, arrived at 
the prison the day after he was buried. 
She had received word of his sickness, and 
of his pardon at her home in Los Angeles 
county, but not being able to pay her 
passage up from there she set aliout the 
task of procuring the means for doing 
so, 
and 
exerted 
herself 
for 
several 
days before she succeeded. 
The con­ 
sequence was 
that when she arrived 
at 
the 
prison, 
where 
she expected 
to find ber boy, he was in his grave. 
She 
had, with a mother’s care, brought along 
some nice bedding for him to lie upon while 
being taken home, and had everything 
ready’ to make the journey as comfortable 
as possible, but it was too late. 
When she 
reached the prisonshe immediately inquired 
for her b o d , but none of the officers had the 
heart to tell her the truth, so she was 
asked to take a seat in the reception-room, 
and the Moral Instructor, Rev. Hiram 
Cummings, was sent for to break the sad 
intelligence to her. 
When he came and 
made himself known, her tiist question to 
him was, “ Where is my son ?” 
To which 
Mr. Cummings replied, “ He is in heaven, 
I tru st.” 
“ W hat !” said she, “ he is not dead, is 
he ?” 
“ Yes,” was the answ er; “ he is dead 
and buried.” 
On hearing this she uttered a shriek, as 
though she had been pierced to the heart 
—as she really was—and sank down in her 
seat, almost falling to the floor, weeping 
and wailing in such evident angnisti of 
soul, th at others who were in the room 
were moved to tears. 
W hen she had re­ 
gained some degree of 
self-control she 
asked to see the grave in which her boy 
had been placed, so Mr. Cummings went 
out with her to the prison burying ground, 
and when the grave was pointed out to her 
she fell down upon it and embraced it, 
kissing the earth and the stone th at cov­ 
ered it, and cryiug, in the bitterness of 
her agony, “ 0 Richard, Richard, my son, 
my son !” 
A lter giving vent to her feel­ 
ings in this way for some time, she became 
more composed, and expressed a desire to 
have the body dug np, and to take it home 
with her, but on being told that the 
weather was so warm, aud the disease of 
which her Bon had died was such as to 
render a metallic coffin necessary for the 
purpose, which would make the expense 
very great, she abandoned the idea. 
She said, in conversation with Mr. Cum­ 
mings, th at this was her last son. 
One 
beside him had survived until last Febru­ 
ary, when be fell from a railroad train 
upon which he was employed, and which 
passed over him, tearing his body to pieces, 
so that it was picked up afterward in frag­ 
ments from the track. 
A ticket for the young man’s passage 
home had been purchased by the prison 
authorities, at the expense of the State, 
and as it was worth to them w hat it had 
cost, the price was paid to her, and, ta k ­ 
ing a last look at the grave of her beloved 
boy, she turned away, to seek her desolate 
borne, where she will spend her remaining 
days in loneliness and sorrow, with none to 
comfort her but Him whose ear is ever 
open to the cry of distress. 


The advantages of spreading manure from 
the wagon as it is drawn out are a saving of 
labor and a more even distribution of the 
double salts (amraenia, potash, phosphates, 
etc.,) in the soil by rain.

SUMMER CABS OF FRUIT TREES. 


One of the most im portant duties to be 
performed in the orchard at any season of 
the year, is that of pruning, and probably 
there is no operation in the horticultural 
department so little understood by the 
great mass of our fruit-growers. Especially 
is this the case during the summer months, 
when the enthusiastic cultivator imagines 
he should be continually pinching back 
every luxuriant shoot. 
Age and experi­ 
ence should bring wisdom, but unfortu­ 
nately this is not always the case in prun­ 
ing, yet we find many of our older orchard- 
ists adopting the theory promulgated some 
years since by William Saunders of W ash­ 
ington, D. C., to the effect that very little 
pruning is necessary, and that the entire 
system has been fearfully abused. 
Per­ 
haps it might be laid down as an axiom, 
that be who prunes the lea3t, consistent 
with a regular outline, is the better off in 
the end. 
Never leave a twig on the tree 
that is in a wrong position. 
By cutting it 
off’ when young, or rubbing it off as it 
first puts in an appearance, very little dam­ 
age is caused; but if it should remain 
until it becomes a large limb, then its re­ 
moval will invariably prove hurtful to the 
tree itself. 
The use of shellac, dissolved 
iu alcohol, for covering wounds is an old 
and valuable remedy, and should always 
be used when a limb of large size is re­ 
moved. 
During 
the 
growing season, 
should any twig outgrow its companions, 
the end may be pinched off, and thus the 
equilibrium of the head be preserved w ith­ 
out damage to its health. 
- 
The accomplished fruit-grower is always 
on the alert, to induce his trees to make a 
moderate healthy growth, aud at the same 
time to preserve a perfect outline, and an 
open regular disposition of the branches. 
The use of mulching material is unques­ 
tionably a beneficial operation, especially 
whilst the trees are young. 
Rough, coarse 
strong manure will keep the surface of tho 


B o il moist aud cool, and at the same time 
supply 
nourishment to 
the 
numerous 
fibrous roots. 
Frequently, insects will 
cullect under this mulch in largo sniubers, 
but if it be constantly stnred this may be 
obviated. 
In regard to insects, we say—wage an 
unrelenting war upon them. Never put off' 
their destruction for a single day after 
once finding them out. 
if it is the tent 
caterpillar, pull down every vestige of 
their nest, aud tread the w’orm under foot. 
Air-slaked lime, or even dust from the 
road will kill the pear or cherry slug. 
W herever it lias heretofore been Deglected, 
lose no time in searching for the apple- 
borer, a white grub that penetrates the 
trunk just about the surface of the soil; 
a sharp-pointed knife, aided by a stiff wire, 
will prove efficacious. 
No sure remedy 
can be suggested to prevent the “ blight ” 
in the pear, nor the “ yellows ” iu the 
peach, hut the following are not injurious, 
and are certainly beneficial. 
W ash the 
bodies of the trees, as well a3 the larger 
branches, with ordinary thin white-wash 
or strong soap-suds. 
Top-dress the soil 
beneath with weak lime, good rich com­ 
post, 
unleached 
wood-ashes, etc., any 
refuse decaying vegetable m atter in fact, 
that will iurnish food for your trees. 
A 
slight dressing of salt, used sparingly, also 
answers an excellent purpose, aud some 
cultivators recommend ground bones, and 
others iron filings. 
A heavy mulching 
w ith muck is beneficial to all young trees.

The immorality of the practice of con­ 
suming cow’s milk is thus set forth in a 
Chinese placard translated for the Foochow 
H erald: 
“ Strictly refrain from eating 
cow’s m ilk ! 
Man should not rob the 
beast3 of their food. 
Moreover of all 
beasts the cow is the most useful and mer­ 
itorious. 
Men who do not discriminate 
between mankind and beasts are worse 
than senseless. 
These who sell 
milk 
darken their conscience for gain, and those 
who eat cow’s milk foolishly think they 
are 
benefiting their bodies. 
Men who 
take medicine should first carefully invest­ 
igate aud find out its nature. 
W hy do not 
those who eat cow's milk consider and in­ 
quire into its origin ? 
For instance, men 
beget children, and while the children are 
small they depend upon milk for their 
nourishm ent; so it is also with beasts. 
But when men buy milk to eat, do they 
not do injury to the life of the calf? And 
is there not bitter hatred aud distress in 
the minds of both cow and calf ? Beasts 
cannot speak : how, then, are they able to 
tell the man that in eating the irnlk of 
beasts his body becomes like th at of birds 
and beasts? 
But if men wish to take 
strengthening medicine, there are number­ 
less other articles in the world th at are 
beneficial ; and w hat necessity then is 
there for taking cow’s milk ? 
Besides 
this, the death aud life of men have their 
fixed number and limit, and this cow’s 
inilk cannot lengthen out and continue the 
life of man.

WOMEN 
AS BLACKMAILERS. 


Revelations of their Methods by a New 
York Detective. 


[New York Graphic.] 
Few persons have any conception of the 
extent to which blackmailing is carried on 
in this metropolis, or of the bold and un­ 
scrupulous operators who have reaped rich 
harvests from timid snd conscience-stricken 
men, who, in an evil hour, may have com­ 
m itted some indiscretion, an exposure of 
which would bring ruin and misery to 
themselves and their families. 
The black­ 
mailer is the meanest, vilest, most treach­ 
erous, enterprising, intelligent, and patient 
of the chevalier d'm dustrie class. 
T hat so 
few of them are brought to justice is the 
fault of their victims. 
Their ways are 
dark, and they seldom strike without ac­ 
complishing their end. 
Women assume 
the principal role in this nefarious busi­ 
ness ; but so varied and difficult is the 
game that sometimes half a dozen men and 
women are interested partners in a single 
operation. 
The som an who plays the 
principal part is usually anywhere between 
the ages of 18 and 40. is of necessity 
comely, dresses neatly but richly, is a tine 
conversationalist, is coy and modest in de- 
mtauor, is as wise as a serpent, bet by no 
means as harmless as a dovo. 
The men 
mark their victim, lay o u t the pi. us, per­ 
form their allotted share of the crime, aud 
receive their share of the spoils. 
“ I know of instances of blackmailing 
operations in this city,” said one of the 
ablest and most trusted detectives in the 
country to the w riter recently, “ which, 
were I at liberty to give all tho facts for 
publication, would be the town talk for a 
month. 
I have made their operations a 
study, and I myself am astounded at the 
weakness of human nature. 
These people 
thrive upon the fears of men aud women, 
who, by the display of a little courage and 
discretion, could have saved themselves 
from the exactions of their tormentors. 
By this I mean th at by openly defying 
blackmailers, into whose clutches they had 
unfortunately 
f a lle D , they would 
have 
foiled them. 
The ffrst step iu treating 
with them at all is the entering wedge of 
their misfortunes. 
1 know a leading mer­ 
chant of this city, a man whoso character 
is spotless, .who has for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury been one of the leading pillars in one 
of the most aristocratic up-town churches, 
and who is credited with being a man of 
rare nerve and prudence, who for the past 
fifteen years of his life has paid $50 monthly 
to a woman whom he knows to be a pro­ 
fessional blackmailer. 
You ask me why, 
knowing her to be such a character, he 
consents to be so boldly and continuously 
robbed. 
He is rich ; the « ornan possesses 
some tell tale letters w ritten by him to a 
third [tarty, and rather than be exposed he 
pledged himself to provide for her in the 
manner 1 have indicated, and he will do 
so as long as he or she lives. 
“ I know ot another ease in this city 
which has proved to be even more disas­ 
trous. 
The victim in this instance, too, is 
a widely-known and wealthy businessman. 
He became involved in an intrigue, and 
was hounded by two blackmailers, to whom 
he paid 85,000 as hush money. 
He event­ 
ually succeeded in quieting them, but re­ 
fused positively to prosecute them, although 
aware of their character, fearing publicity. 
These fiends—I can call them by no other 
name—have been the cause of the wreck 
of fortunes, the suicide of more than one 
man, and of untold misery in many fami 
lies in this city. 
Only a year or so ago a 
wealthy Chicagoan, who had been indis­ 
creet, suffered himself to be frightened by 
a professional who had become cognizant 
of his waywardness. 
He paid her thou­ 
sands of dollars, neglected his business, 
and finally, when utterly’ ruined, frankly 
told her th at he had made his last payment 
to her. 
She threatened to expose him, 
told him she would kill him, followed him 
from place to place, believing that he had 
still some money’ left, and eventually put 
her threat into execution and shot him 
dead. 
This is a m atter of record. 
A 
short time ago I wa3 called on profession­ 
ally by a gentleman who wished my aid in 
getting rid of a man and woman who had 
persecuted him grievously. 
He had met 
them at one of the fashionable hotels at 
the Catskills, and had carried on a flirta­ 
tion with the woman, who was young and 
fascinating. 
Of course he had compro­ 
mised liinc-elf, and the result was th at he 
had been visited unexpectedly by the wo­ 
man’s alleged husband, who demanded, 
under pain of the fullest exposure, 810,000. 
He gave the man his check for §7,0uO on 
one of the city banks, thinking that was 
the easiest way’ to settle the trouble, and 
was assured that there the m atter would 
end. 
A month later he received a letter, 
in which an additional sum of money was 
demanded. 
Realizing th at compliance 
with his request would render him liable 
to further assessments, he placed the m at­ 
ter in my hands. 
I saw at once th at he 
had been the victim of blackmailers, and 
immediately called on the outraged hus­ 
band, who had come down from Garrison’s 
that day, and was then waiting to meet my 
patron at the Putnam House ou Fourth 
avenue. 
He grew highly indignant when 
I informed him th at he would not get an­ 
other dollar, and threatened to eject me 
irom his room when 1 told him I would 
send him to State Prison if he further an­ 
noyed the gentleman. 
I gave him a good 
chokiDg when he became bo unbearably in­ 
solent, w hich so frightened the villain that 
he has not been heard of since. 
“ There is not a first-class hotel in the 
city,” continued the officer, “ th at has not 
been the scene of the operations of the wo- 
man-blackmailtr. 
She either secures tem ­ 
porary quarters through references, some 
of which are obtained by compulsion from 
influential victims, or manages to gain free 
access to the parlor through other influ­ 
ence. 
Hero she singles out some suscepti­ 
ble gentleman, coyly flirts with him, and 
subsequently astounds him with the intel­ 
ligence that her husband has discovered 
all, th at divorce proceedings have been in­ 
stituted, and th at both will be ruined un­ 
less prompt steps are taken to pacify her 
lord. 
Usually a compromise is effected, 
not, however, until her victim has been 
heavily mulcted through the fear th at bis 
family and friends will discover his sins 
should he resist payment, and figure before 
the courts. 
A rich Texan who recently 
had gallantly compromised an amour with 
the wife of an outraged husband who had 
commenced the old game of divorce pro­ 
ceedings, by giving 81,000 in cash and 
notes for §11,000 more, discovered that he 
had been fooled. 
He went to the hotel in 
this city where the couple were stopping, 
and, putting a pistol to the head of the 
man, demanded the return of both his 
money and securities. 
The man quickly 
placed the valuables into the Texan’s 
hands, and the latter departed. 
“ An old but highly successful plan of 
blackmailers in this city is to watch cer­ 
tain 
questionable resorts up town and 
shadow’ the visitors to their homes. 
Sub­ 
sequently their victims are served with a 
subpena to attend court as witnesses in an 
alleged divorce case before a referee, where 
they are required to testify to the reputa­ 
tion of the house. 
Yon can readily under­ 
stand the situation. 
In nine cases out of 
ten the gentleman pays handsomely to get 
oat of the scrape and to shield his compan­ 
ion. 
It was only a short time ago that a 
lady and her brother, after dining at a 
fashionable restaurant 
up town, were 
served with subpenas as witnesses in a 
divorce about which they were utterly ig­ 
norant. 
I t afterward transpired th at it 
was the work of blackmailers whose plans 
had miscarried owing to their carelessness. 
They had watched a lady and gentleman 
leave a noted house and followed them to 
the restaurant in question, intending to 
trace them to their homes in order to dis­ 
cover their identity, and then pursue the 
usual course. 
Their intended victims, 
however, left the place unobserved by 
them, and when the wrong parties came 
out they were followed, with the result al­ 
ready mentioned. 
These women patronize 
the Broadway stages and elevated railroad 
trains during the busy hoars of the morn­ 
ing and afternoon, where they ply their 
trade. 
“ Each season scarcely a steamer leaves 
this port for Europe but th at a pair of the 
‘profession’ make the voyage on business 


intent, and they are generally successful. 
The Havana packets are also favorites with 
this class, who are on the lookont for rich 
Spanish and Cuban planters and merchants, 
who fall an ea6y prey to the wiles of the 
fascinating creatures, and are as easily 
brought to terms by their rapacious con­ 
sorts. Blackmailing in W ashington during 
the sessions of Congress used to be a pay­ 
ing game, but the latter-day Congressman 
is generally too shrewd to be caught nap­ 
ping. 
Of late years the same class of 
blackmailers carry out certain of their 
schemes by inserting ‘ personals ’ in the 
newspapers, and the public would be as­ 
tonished were it informed of the extent to 
which these games are carried. 
Experi­ 
ence tells me th at a bold front with this 
gentry always wins. 
They may threaten 
aud intimidate, .but they will never go be­ 
fore the courts, as they are as much afraid 
of notoriety as are their victims. 
Let 
them fight them, arrest them, and push 
them to the wall. 
Tiien, and not till then, 
will they escape their clutches.' 


C A PT A IN 
HANCOCK’S 
SALUTE. 


“ Hancock’s saluting m atch ” is well 
told by a former Sergeant in the regular 
array, w ho is now a resident of Frankfort, 
Ky. 
The story illustrates a trait 01 H an­ 
cock’s character with which many private 
soldiers in the late war were familiar. The 
ex-Sergiant’s story is as follows : 
“ I was stationed before the war,” be 
began, “ at Fort Leavenworth, and was on 
detached duty as orderly at ti c headquar­ 
ters of General A. J. Smith. 
General 
Hancock was also stationed at that post, 
being a Captain in the Sixth United States 
Infantry, under Harney. My duty required 
utv constant attendance about headquar­ 
ters, aud generally I loitered in tho little 
yard iu front of the building used by Gen­ 
eral Smith, which was directly upon the 
street. Army officers frequently passed by, 
and one day Captain Hancock, who was 
noted among the private soldiers for his 
arrogant and 
tyrannical 
bearing, came 
along tiie road in front of headquarters. 
As required by army regulation, I drew 
myself up in proper position and n ade 
the customary military salute. 
He paid 
no more attention to me or my salute 
than if 1 had not been there at all, and 
went on his way. 
Later in the day lie re­ 
turned, and as he passed by, feeling some­ 
w hat nettled at his treatm ent of me before, 
I didn’t salute him. 
He had passed me a 
few steps when he turned and said, in a 
savage way, ‘Orderly, do you know your 
duty?’ 
‘ I think 1 know it,’ I replied. 
‘ Then, sir, why didn’t you salute me as I 
passed ?’ 
I told him I didn’t tender the 
salute because he failed, as duty required, 
to return my salute when lie first came by. 
We had some other words, when General 
Smith, who, it seems, was in the second story 
of the house and had overheard oar con­ 
versation, poked his head out of the win­ 
dow above us, and peremptorily cried out, 
‘O rderly!’ 
‘Yes, sir.’ 
‘ You «ill pace 
th at—the sentinel’s—beat for half an hour 
and salute Captain Hancock every time 
yon pass him, and Captain Hancock «’ill 
keep his position and return the salute.’ 
“ And there," said the soldier, “ I was 
kept by ‘Old A. J .’ pacing the beat for 
half an hour, saluting Hancock every time 
I passed, and he had to stand there and re­ 
turn my salute. 
And th at,” said the vet­ 
eran to a Democrat who stood by listening 
to the conversation, “ is your candidate for 
the next President. 
He is good enough 
and a nice man among officers, hut he 
hasn’t any UEe for the private soldier, un­ 
less he has changed his coat very much 
since I was in the arm y.” 


A R T IS I S ’ 
M O DELS 
IN 
P A R IS. 


The profession, if we may so describe it, 
of an artist’s model is one which, iu the 
headquarters of painting, affords a liveli­ 
hood to no 
small number 
of persons 
of either sex. 
Possibly a few out of 
the number are chosen for their excep­ 
tional ugliness, and are employed to sic for 
such characters as Richard III., Caliban 
and Judas Iscariot. 
Others are, no doubt, 
selected for the particular purposes of spe­ 
cial artists, apart from any real or supposed 
beauty, strength or grace. 
B ut after al­ 
lowing for these exceptions, it may still be 
taken for granted that the great majority 
of models are employed for the sake of 
their pre-eminence in personal beauty. 
It 
follows, if this be so, th at a census of the 
different nationalities employed 111 this way 
might afford a sort of rough test of the 
proportion of the male and female beauty 
in the several countries of the world. 
We 
are, of course, without any such general 
statistics upon «’hich to work out what 
might be an interesting problem. 
But in 
Paris, where a very large number of artists 
are constantly assembled, such a list has 
been made out, aud it affords some help 
toward dra«’ing the comparison already 
suggested. 
I t appears that in the French 
capital the total number of models em­ 
ployed by painters, seulptors and photo­ 
graphers is 671 ; and that these are fur­ 
nished in the following proportion by the 
principal nations of the world : 
Italy, of 
course, comes first with a total of 230, or 
more than a third of the whole list. France 
is next, with 120 ; but the test as regards 
France is of little value, considering that 
the natives of the place would naturally 
enjoy a gieater chance of being engaged. 
The third and fourth places iu order are 
occupied by nations which might, perhaps, 
fairly be expected to stand much lower 
do«’n—by Germany, which provides 80, 
and by Switzerland, which provides 60. 
Belgium is represented by 49, and England 
by 45 models, « hile the Americans send a 
contingent of no less than 30 
Ireland, 
which has furnished so mauy English 
painters with models of the brunette type, 
boasts a solitary representative in l’aris ; 
Portugal 2, and Austria-Hungary 3 ; but 
Spain is unaccountably omitted from the 
list. 
Out of the whole 671 a great major­ 
ity are between the ages of 16 and 31. 
In 
fact, there are only 130 who are above the 
last-mentioned age. 
The professions from 
which they are taken are the dramatic, 
furnishing 60 m odels; the dress-making 
class, 40; flower-girls, 35,_ and workers 
with the needle, 30. The other professions 
are represented only by much smaller con­ 
tingents. —[London Globe. 


P h y s i c a l E d u c a t i o n . —Absolute health 
is only attained when the body is equally 
developed in all its organs and members. 
The man with muscles of steel and a de­ 
ceased heart cannot be said to be in good 
health, and diseases of the stomach, heart 
and nervous system are often—it may even 
be said usually—produced by that system 
of development known as training. 
A t a 
recent rowing match in Philadelphia, two 
plucky lads in contesting boats fainted as 
soon as the race was over. Their condition, 
which was apparently good, w*as actually 
abnormal, and their systems gave way be­ 
cause the strain which their muscles met 
was too great for their vital functions. Re­ 
cently a similar but more serious calamity 
occurred at Sag Harbor. 
A Brooklyn lad, 
who had taken part in a pedestrian contest, 
when removed from the track, fell down 
dead, 
He had prepared himself for walk­ 
ing and running, and depleted his vital or­ 
gans to build up his limbs. 
W hen the 
strain came, the impoverished and most 
im portant part gave way. 
The severe 
muscular exercise of college athletes has 
carried off many fine young men by con­ 
sumption, heart disease and other disor­ 
ders, directly traceable to the absurd over­ 
work required of their bodies. 
There is a 
limit of human endurance. 
That limit is 
reached when the body is impaired in one 
quarter to benefit special organs. 
The 
severity of the test by which athlete prizes 
are won seems designed rather to award the 
laurels to him who is least healthy, because 
more unevenly developed, than to the 
really best man.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


T u b I l l v s t r it k d A t l a s a n d 
H ist o r y ok Y olo 
Coi sty. De Pue it Co.: San Francisco, 1S79. 
This is a royul quarto volume, 15 by 18 
inches, very ueatly bound, and the typo­ 
graphic work on which is a credit to the pub­ 
lishers. The book contains a concise history 
of California from 1513 to 1850, and a history 
of Yolo county from 1825 to 1880, with sta­ 
tistics of agriculture, education, church is, 
manufactures, etc. Perhaps the most strik­ 
ing and valuable part of the work is found iu 
the map of Yolo county. This is presented 
on five double page i and one single page. By 
this means there is given a map upon a scale 
so large that every quarter section of 
laud in the county is shown, and upon it the 
name of the owner (of record) of the section 
or the subdivisions thereof. It wifi be seen 
that such a map, quite complete in all other 
details, must be of exceeding local value, anil 
be possessed of d o smail interest also to the 
citizens of the State generally. The work 
contains about 100 lithographic plates, most 
of v. hich are full page, many double page, 
and nine less than quarter page in size. They 
present views of public buildings, farms and 
private residences, stock and grain ranches, 
portraits of leading citizeus, landscape views, 
etc, and very pleasantly and entertain­ 
ingly give the stranger a glimpse of the 
homes and the people of Yolo county, tiie 
architecture of the section and something of 
the methods of farming. These ¡dates are 
very good specimens of lithographic work, 
being bright, clear, of just the right “ color,” 
and are marked by what is vi : :nt tith e 
artistic eye—correctness of detail. The 
arlLts employed were evidently more than 
ordinarily skilled. The volume contains 
much valuable test-matter also, such as the 
histories referred to, statistics of the county, 
not only of production, bat of education, 
business, society, etc., iu adddition; bio­ 
graphical sketches of a great number of 
the citizens of Y do, and as the history of a 
coyritv is to be found in the history 
of its* people, it follows that these sketches 
are of decided value to the reader who de­ 
sires reliable information concerning Yolo. 
The work has, as is clearly evident, been 
compiled with much care. Or course it has 
more local than general significance, bnt out­ 
side of that it is important, a3 cultivating 
home pride and informing the people of Cali­ 
fornia mor in detail of each other and their 
homes. These county histories will become 
more and more valuable as time rolls on, and 
their possession will in a few years be much 
coveted. The one under notice is very full 
and detailed, and would seem to fi.-l the re­ 
quirements of the community for which it 
was compiled, and to be fully worth all it 
cost its patrons, for the expense of snob a 
large and elaborate volume must have been 
great.

A dog in New Mexico has earned a pen­ 
sion in this way : Returning of au evening 
with his sheep to the fold, he discovered 
that his master was not stirring about, but 
remained in the shanty and kept very quiet. 
The next evening it was the same. The 
dog, when he penned up the sheep, repaired 
to the shanty, smelled through the crack 
in the door nis master’s presence, but the 
man did not move. The dog scratched, 
barked, aud even howled, but no response 
came from within. The dog, true to his 
appointed duty, went out with the sheep 
ou the third day and cared for them while 
they cropped the hérlmge on the hillsides. 
But he was getting hungry, and that night 
when he drove the flock into their pen the 
last one to get in became the victim of his 
appetite. This method of providing for his 
own wants became a part of the faithful 
dog’s daily duty. Every evening the last 
sheep to try to enter the fold was seized by 
him aud served for supper aud break­ 
fast 
and for dinner 
the following 
day. The ranch to which the dog 
belonged was in a solitary part of the Ter­ 
ritory, and out of the track of travel or 
visitation. For two years from the time 
of the master’s death—as ascertained by 
data left by the latter—the faithful dog 
tended the flock committed to his charge, 
and had fresh mutton for his supper every 
night. The flock was not decimated by 
this steady drain upon its resources. On 
the contrary, it increased in numbers, and 
when, at the end of two years from the 
time of the death of the proprietor the 
ranch was visited, and the remains of the 
owner were found, the dog was still at his 
post of duty, jealously guarding his flock, 
aud driving them to the best pastures every 
day, aud to the fold at night, before which 
be slept, to keep the wild sheep-eaters of 
the plains at a civil distance.

dogs and faithful. 


AUCTIONS. 


Some supposed friends of a newspaper 
have peculiar ideas as to what kind of 
items a paper really requires. Not long 
since a gentleman came into the Galveston 
News sanctum aud said: “ Look here! 
You miss a heap of live items. I'm on the 
streets all day ; I'll come up every once in 
a while und post you.” 
“ All right, fetch on your item's; but, re­

Next day he came up beaming all over. 
“ I’ve got a live item for you. You know 
that infernal bow-legged gorilla of a 
brother-in-law of mine, who was in busi­ 
ness here with me?” 
“ I believe I remember sucha person,” 
said the editor, wearily. 
“ Well, I have just got news from 
Nebraska, where ho is living, that he’s 
going to run for the Legislature. Now, 
just give him a blast. Lift him out of his 
boots. Don’t spare him on any account.” 
Next day he came up again. 
“ My 
little item was crowded out. I brought 
you some news,” and he hands iu an item 
about his cat, as follows : 
“ A Remarkable Animal—The family 
cat of our worthy and distinguished fellow- 
townsman Smith, who keeps the boss 
grocery store of Ward 13 (beer always on 
tap), yesterday became the mother of five 
singularly-marked kitteus. This is not the 
first time this unheard-of event has taken 
place. We understand Mr. Smith is favor­ 
ably spoken of as a candidate for Alder­ 
man.” 
The editor groans in his spirit as he 
lights a cigar with the effort. It is not 
long before he hears that Smith is going 
around saying that he has made the paper 
what it is, but it is not independent enough 
for a place like GalvestcD. 
Many readers will say this sketch is 
overdrawn, but thousands of editors all 
over the country will lift up their right 
hands to testify that th9y are personally 
acquainted with the guilty party. 


Any man of public spirit is supposed to 
be perfectly willing to lie about the pop­ 
ulation of any town he has lived three 
weeks in. 


It is said that auctions originated, so far 
as known, iu ancient Rome, wliere mili­ 
tary spoils wore sold to the soldiers behind 
a spear thrust into the ground, and thence 
called audio sub hasta. The spear was 
afterwards put up at all kinds of auctions, 
and the name was retained long after the 
symbol had been disused. Permission of 
a magistrate was always necessary ; a spear 
was fixed in the forum by a crier, who 
announced the articles to be disposed of and 
supplied the people present with a cata­ 
logue on tablets. Subsequently sales were 
proclaimed by trumpets, and bids made by 
holding up fingers. The most remarkable 
auction in Rome was held near the close of 
the second century, when the Pretorian 
Guards offered the Empire to the highest 
bidder. There were but two competitors, 
Sulrican and Julian, and it was knocked 
down for 6,250 drachmas, yielding what 
would bn in our currency about §1,000 to 
each of the guards. It is stated in the 
New York Times that in England, sales 
“ by the candle” are still advertised occa­ 
sionally. aud derive the name from an old 
practice of limiting tho time within which 
bids must be completed by the hurning of an 
inch candle. The smallest price the owner 
of property was willing to take was some­ 
times put under a candlestick, and termed 
dumb bidding ; and in the North of Eng­ 
land, when bidders do not know one an- 
otuer’8 offers, these were called candlestick 
biddings. Two or three generations since, a 
singular sort of auction used to be held by 
women, who preserved strict silence dur­ 
ing its progress, but gave to each person a 
glass of brandy at the moment of bis bid­ 
ding, the purchaser being the recipient of 
the last glass in a private room. In the 
Netherlands the ordinary process is re­ 
versed, the seller naming the price beyond 
the value of his goods, and lowering it 
until some one closes with the offer made, 
which should be styled a diminution rather 
than an auction. 


The old Ophir dump is being drifted out. 
The stratum that is being mined out was 
deposited in 1863, and is of a reddish-yel­ 
low colfir, while the barren waste of later 
date is of a blue shade. The ore taken out 
is said to average $40 per ton. It is being 
hauled to a mill in 8ix-mile Canyon for re­ 
duction.

It is proposed to turn the old reservoir 
in New York into an art gallery. The cost 
is estimated at $103,000. 
The auction sale for tiie benefit of the 
deceased painter, E loaard Blanchard, pro­ 
duced a sum total of 108,904 i.aucs. 
Venus Anadyomeue, or Venus rising out 
of the sea, was the masterpiece of Apelles. 
It was sold ior $121,500. 
“ L’Art d’un Dessinateur, ’ by Yiollet le 
Due, is iu the hands of Virginia Champliu 
for translation, aud will be issued shortly 
by the Putnams. 
The picture of the “Antwerp Fish Mir- 
ket,” painted by W. Logsdall, which is 
now being exhibited in the Royal Acad­ 
emy, has been purchased by the Quet-n. 
It is said that Alexander the Great 
would allow no one but Apelles to paint 
his picture. One painting of that master, 
representing Alexander holding a thunder­ 
bolt. was sold for $200.000. 
In the recent competition of designs for 
city dwelling-houses the four prizes of $100 
each have been awarded to R ibert Brown, 
of Boston, Mass.: .1. 11. Frieud, of New 
York City : T. J. Gould, of Providence, 
It. I., and Rossiter aud Wright, of New 
York City. 
The model of the group of sculpture by 
Daniel C. French, i cpreseutiiiz “ Force, 
Law and Prosperity,” is now in the office of 
the Supervising Architect of the Treasury 
at Washington. When cut in granite, of 
colossal size, it will surmount the Ninth- 
street front of the new Postoflice in Phila­ 
delphia. W ork is to he commenced on the 
group at once at the quarries. It will cost 
$20,000.

might be supposed. To-day nearly nine- 
tenths 
of 
the commerce of 
China is 
carried 
on by American and 
European 
houses and ships on Chinese account. By re­ 
leasing Chinese merchants from the restric­ 
tions and penalties of the imperial degree 
hitherto in vogue, compelling them to use 
foreign houses as intermediaries between the 
authorities at Pekin aud native merchants 
at treaty ports, this enormous trade will at 
once fall exclusively into ijative hands, and 
will break up the lucrative commercial 
operations of foreign houses. 
Its significance 
diplomatically may also be important—aud 
m ay introduce some unexpected problems of 
commerce and diplomacy for the United 
States Commissioners, now on their way to 
Pekin, to solve.

C o r k, August 13th.—The police at Black 
Rock, a village between the Passage and 
Cork, patroling at 3 o’clock j-esterday morn- 
iog, saw two boats passing up containing a 
number of men whom they recognized as be­ 
longing to Cork.

I t is said th at the Black Star coal mine, 
Anaheim, is to be reopened. 
River mining, by using a dredger, íb to 
be tested on the Upper Missouri. 
The Auburn Herald says th at more rich 
gravel has been struck in the Dardanelles, 
Forest Hill. 
. 
Some 1,000 pounds of pure copper has 
been shipped from the Jackson mine near 
W alker river, Nev. 
The old W eske mine, Michigan Bluff, 
Placer county, is again in operation, under 
the supervision of William Muir. 
He has 
about eighteen men at work. 
I. W . Harris, of Round Hole, Roop 
county, Nev., has shown the Reno Gazette 
specimens of plumbago. 
He says that in 
that region there are beds of gypsum, salt 
springs, chunks of borax, mineral springs, 
etc. 
The Fort Meade hydraulic tunnel, Da­ 
kota, is the largest tunnel in the Black 
Hills, being twelve feet in width and ten 
feet in hight. 
Its purpose is to obtain bed­ 
rock drainage to Rapid creek, which is 
supposed to contain great quantitiesof placer 
gold. 
The Graphic mine, situated about five 
miles south of Forest City, Sierra county, 
on the Plum valley road, was shut down 
last week and all the men discharged but 
two. 
The mine is owned by parties in 
New York, who were dissatisfied with the 
returns. 
There is considerable travel through this 
place now, says the Idaho World, mostly 
miners and prospectors going to the north­ 
ern country. 
The country between hero 
and Bonanza will soon be filled with pros­ 
pectors, and rich strikes will undoubtedly 
be made. 
Rich float has been picked up 
all through this section. 
Mrs. A. H ill, owner of considerable ditch 
property at Iowa Hill, Placer county, ha3 
commenced the construction of a large res­ 
ervoir in Shirt Tail canyon, by means of 
which she will be able to store water 
enough to protract the supply for that 
mining district till late in the season. 
It 
will cost over §20,000. 
The water having given out, the hy­ 
draulic mining at Iowa Hill, Wisconsin 
Hill and other neighboring camps, in 
Placer county, is all suspended for the 
season. 
The result has been a good aver­ 
age. 
Most of the claims have paid equal 
to the expectation of the owners, and as a 
result good cheer and more than average 
good times prevail in that popular mining 
region. 
Iu the vicinity of Good Lake, Sierra 
county, there is a large area of mining 
ground th at is hardly prospected yet, ai- 
though mining has been going on there for 
twenty-six years. 
The 
Truckee 
Blue 
Gravel Company, located just beyond 
Woodchuck ravine, have a tunnel in 550 
feet, with nice blue gravel that prospects 
fairly. 
Haskel Peak has a tunnel in 560 
feet, with nice-looking quartz gravel. Cul­ 
ver & Co. have a good payiDg claim in the 
ravine below Woodchuck. Davis & Wilson 
have a paying claim just in the edge of 
Thompson ridge. 
They have taken out as

GROWING 
OLD. 


Tnr. Illin o is Ship C a n a l.—The Illinois 
ship canal project, designed to establish a 
thorough water-route from the great lakes 
at Chicago to the Mississippi river, has of 
late been considerably ventilated in the 
newspapers. 
A lengthy statem ent of this 
proposal has lately been made by Daniel C. 
Jenne, Chief Engineer of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal, from which we glean the 
following details : The first division of the 
project consists in tbe enlargement of the 
Illinois and Michigan Caual from Chicago 
to Joliet. 
This is now 48 feet wide on bot­ 
tom, with side slopes 1 to 1 in earth, mak­ 
ing 60 feet surface-width at 0 feet deep. 
It is proposod to enlarge this to 144 feet 
wide at bottom with side slopes 1 to 1, giv­ 
ing 160 feet surface-width at 8 feet deep. 
The second division would extend from the 
terminus of the first to La Salle, a distance 
of 67 miles, and would involve the im­ 
provement of the Des Plaines and Illinois 
rivers by means of locks and dams, and an 
independent short piece of canal around 
the rapids occurring at Marseilles. 
The 
third division embraces improvements of 
the Illinois river from La Salle to Grafton 
on the Mississippi, a distance of 227 miles. 
Of this, 90 miles have already been finished 
by the construction of two locks and dams. 
The cost of this entire work is estimated 
at $13,196,913. 
Should it be completed, 
it would establish inland water commnni- 
cation between the Gulf of Mexico and the 
oitiesonthe Mississippi, throngh the city 
of Chicago, with the cities of the St. Law­ 
rence and its gulf in one direction, and 
w ith New York and other Atlantic sea­ 
board cities in another.
